Judge—How long have you known thia 
man iu the United States"? A.—Yes, in 
Bosteon. 
Judge, to applicant—In what year were 
you born ? A.—Italia. 
Judge, impatiently—How old are you? 
A.—-Eighta yar. 
The stool-pigeon here intruded his say 
that the applicant was twenty-four years 
old, and had been eight yeare in the Uni­ 
ted States. 
Judge—The testimony in this case ia 
unsatisfactory. 
Call the next candidate. 
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The Thoroughbred Running Eorss. 
It is customary to speak of the thorough­ 
bred running horse as the English thorough­ 
bred or racer. While England has done 
more than any other country in modern times 
to foster and keep up the thoroughbred horse 
as a distinct breed, that country is not en­ 
titled to the credit of originating this class or 
breed of horses. They are undoubtedly of 
Eastern origin, and are generally supposed 
to have been introduced into England directly 
or indirectly from Arabia. From the fact, 
however, that there is no mention of the horse 
in the history of the Israelites while m 
Arabia, it is generally believed that the horse 
cannot have been among the domestic ani­ 
mals possessed by these people at that time, 
and hence that the horse cannot have been a 
native of Arabia. It is a fact of history that 
while Solomon looked to Arabia for gold and 
silver, lie sent to Egypt for his horses for 
mounting his cavalry. In fact there is no 
mention of the horse by any of the Israelite* 
writers until after their arrival in Egypt. 
From this time, however, the horse plays a 
conspicuous part in all the wars in which 
these people were engaged, and becomes an 
object of interest in the division of property. 
Jacob speaks of the horse and his rider, and 
when the Israelites fled from Egypt Pharaoh 
pursued them to the Red Sea “ with six 
hundred chariots and all the horses.” Not 
withstanding we find the first historic horse 
in Egypt, it is not believed that that country 
is the native country of the horse. Ancient 
and modern writers quite generally concur in 
the opinion that the first horse came from the 
plains of the interior of Africa. From 
thence ha is supposed to have been brought 
into Egypt and hence into Arabia, Persia. 
Tartary and Greece—and finally reaching 
Great Britain by way of Spaiu and France, 
tod perhaps later and more direct upon the 
return of the Crusaders. It is to this day a mat­ 
ter of uncertainty whether the Arabian horse 
of modern history had hiB origin in Arabia 
or came, as suggested above, from the interior 
of Africa, but one thing is certain that Arabia 
ha3 fixed its mark upon a breed of horses so 
firmly that it will never be effaced. The 
English thoroughbred, by the agreement of 
all writers on the subject, carries in his veins 
the blood of tiie Arabian horse to such an ex­ 
tent as to give him his greatest and most 
Valuable characteristics of form, speed and 
endurance. But what was the origin or what 
the characteristics of the original horse of 
Great Britain, with which the Arabian horse 
was crossed to produce the English thorough­ 
bred, is uncertain. One thing however is cer­ 
tain, that the English race-horse owes much 
of his present value for speed and endurance 
to care, feeding, breeding and training for 
generations. This care, feeding, breeding 
and training has made the English thorough­ 
bred in many respects the superior of any 
other breed of horses in the world. lie is 
larger and stronger and faster than his Ara­ 
bian ancestors, or than any horse now found 
in Arabia or any of the countries through 
which the Arabian horse is traced before his 
introduction into England, This has been 
brought about not by any superiority of the 
climate of England, because the climate of 
Arabia is certainly far more favorable 
than that of England for the perfect devel­ 
opment of the horse, but rather from the 
greater care in keeping the blood pure in the 
judicious crossing, and in development of his 
strength by the frequent taxing of that 
strength on the course and in the chase. The 
English have done more for the improvement 
of all the domestic animals than any other 
nation, and the English thoroughbred horse is 
one of their greatest triumphs in this direction. 
It is not claimed that the thoroughbred is 
valuable above other creeds of horses for the 
ordinary uses that man wants a horse for. 
On the contrary, he is of but comparatively 
little value for heavy work of any kind. He 
is not heavy enough for a draft horse, even 
if his temper would allow of his use as such. 
He is too quick and high-spirited for use cn 
the farm, and he is not heavy enough, as a 
rule, for the hack or the ’bus. Some of hi3 
blood, however, crossed with that of nearly 
every other breed, improves that breed and 
makes more valuable horses of them. The 
thoroughbred has pluck and endurance, as 
well as speed, and hence can always be de_ 
pended upon when long di.-tancea are to be 
made in a short time. Trotting has not been 
considered the natural gait of the thorough­ 
bred horse, yet late experience in cross­ 
ing 
the thoroughbred 
with 
trotting 
strains is proving that this cross is 
not only improving the speed, but 
the bottom or staying capacity of the trotters. 
The fastest and most perfect trotters now- 
known have a good share of the blood of the 
English thoroughbred in thedi. While many 
people affect to think but little of the thor­ 
oughbred horse, all admit that he is a neces­ 
sity b* keep up ami improve ail other classes 
of horses. It is the blood of the race-horse 
that gives to the heavy Clydesdale his ac 
tivity and value. The same may be said of 
the French ilraft-horse and the quick stepping 
I'ercheron. Both these breeds of horses have 
more or less of the original Arabian stock in 
them. It is this same blood that now and 
then crops out in the California and South 
American mustang, making gome of the best 
horses for a lung and hard journey iu the 
world. These mustangs ail cam* originally 
from the ancient Moors or barb^'tu.d were 
imported into this country by the Spanish. 
The Engli-h have kept the thoroughbred al­ 
most exclusively for the course and the chase, 
but we Americans, in this respect, as in many 
others, have f und out a way of making them 
more generally useful and valuable. We im­ 
prove our horses of all-work, our carriage 
horses, our roadsters, and even our draft 
horses, by crossing and mixing in a little, 
a id sometimes a good deal, of the pure race­ 
horse blood. We are just learning the great 
value aud superiority of this blood above all 
others. ls;t us not think too lightly of the 
thoroughbred race stock. 
The Milk and Butter Cows. 
Dairymen and farmers generally are becom­ 
ing more ami umre convinced each year that it 
pays to look to the breed of their cows for the 
dairy and for family me. Many of them 
have been in the habit of looking with suspi­ 
cion upon the large stories told and published 
of the production of milk and butter from 
single cows of this or that breed, but as these 
stories are repeated the more frequently, 
and become the more numerous, and as 
every now and then some neighbor or friend 
who previously had been known as one of the 
doubters adds his experience in making but­ 
ter from a Jersey or Alderney cow, convic­ 
tion is becoming more general, and we might 
say universal, that there is something in the 
breed or rare of cattle for dairy and family 
use. W e say nothing of beef-making breeds 
now, because no practical beef raiser can hold 
out in producing beef from common stock in 
competition with those who are breeding 
from herds well crossed up with Shorthorns, 
Hereford* or Devons—and this proposition is 


universally admitted and almost as univer­ 
sally acted upon. The improvement in dairy 
or milk and butter stock, especially in this 
State, runs in streaks and sections more than 
the improvement in beef-producing stock. 
You can not find a large band or herd of 
cattle 
either in 
the 
south, 
north 
or 
middle 
section 
of 
tke 
State, 
kept especially for beef-making pur­ 
poses, that is not already well bred up witn 
Shorthorns and that is not carefully beivg 
improved each year by the accession of Short- 
h»rn bulls. The same may be said of the 
large and small dairies aud many of the cows 
kept by farmers for their family use in the 
middie sections of the State ; nearly all of 
these have been improved by the introduc­ 
tion of the Jerseys, the Ayreshires or the 
milk-producing strains of the Shorthorns. 
But in the northern and southern sections of 
the State less attention has been given to 
these matters. North of Sacramento county 
we know of no single held of pure Jersey or 
Ayreshire cattle of any size. There are a few 
head in Nevada c nnty and we believe a few 
in Siskiyou county, and they re exerting an 
influence iu favor of improvement of the 
n.ilch cows in their immediate neigh­ 
borhood, but nothing like a general 
improvement can be recorded. 
In Los 
Angeles county there 
has also been 
a very fine herd of Jerseys introduced within 
a few years past, and they are rapidly con­ 
vincing the people of that section of their 
great superiority as milk and butter 
makers. We want more of these herds, both 
north and south ; and, indeed, all over the 
State. We see in this Btock the opportunity 
of good investments for those who have the 
means to invest, aud the taste for the busi­ 
ness. 
Preparing fcr Winter. 
In countries where snow flies and the 
ground freezes, and remains frozen from three 
to'five months in the year, the words at the 
head of this note have a very wide signifi­ 
cance. In such countries the farmer must 
have many things attended to, of which he 
takes no heed in this country. His barns 
must be well-battened to keep out the driving 
snow ; his stables must be made warm and 
comfortable fur his horses and cows ; his cel­ 
lars under his barns must be banked 
and secured against frost, that his beets, car­ 
rots, parsnips and potatoes designed for stock 
feed shall not be fronted. The same care aud 
attention must also he given to tho cellars 
under his house, that his vegetables for table 
use, his apples, pear3 and other winter fruits 
may not be fr zen. In those countries, too, 
the farm implements—the mowers, reapers 
and thrashing machines—must be taken 
apart, cleaned and put away for shelter and 
protection from the weather. Then, too, the 
plows, harrows and seeding machinery are 
laid aside, not to be used till the snow has 
gone in the spring, and the land is in fit con­ 
dition f *r spring cultivation. Now in this 
State, or in the valleys of this State, there is 
but little danger from frost from which we 
need protect our stock or our stock 
feed, but we have storms of rain and 
cold winds that are no less injurious to 
o ir work animals and milch cows than 
would be the frosts aud snow-storms. It is 
true we need not bank up our cellars to 
keep our vegetables intended for stock feed 
or for ourselves from freezing, but if we 
would have these in good condition we must 
gather them and put them in dry, cool ¡daces, 
protected from the weather and secured with 
ventilation, to guard against heating and 
sprouting. Our apples and pears must be 
taken from the trees before they have become 
too ripe, and laid carefully in shallow bins or 
on shelves or boxes, away from the dampnei-s 
and beyond the influence of the sun’s heat, cr 
they will rot or become too ripe and mellow 
bef re we want to use them. If we want 
grapes for winter use, we must pluck them 
from the vines and, carefully assorting out 
the bruised berries, either pack them in dry 
saw-dust or hang the bunches up carefully in 
cool, dry places. Though we do not experi­ 
ence the same cold weather, our houses re­ 
quire to be looked after with the same Eolici- 
tude I r the comfort of our families 
as in ths eolde.-t of clifnatee. We need 
just as good and dry wood for cooking with, 
and to warm our sitting and dining-rooms, as 
we were accustomed to have in the countries 
of our nativity, where the snow flew 3nd the 
ice froze for six months in the year. Our 
mild climate is apt to make us careless about 
mrny things looking to the comfort and 
health of our domestic animals and ourselves, 
but we must not forget that it pays to be well 
prepared for winter even in California. 
Though we are just at the threshold of the 
busy season for seeding, and arc therefore 
getting ont our cultivating tools and machin­ 
ery for use, we should not neglect to kouse 
and protect our harvesting tools and machin­ 
ery from the weather and the storms. Our 
work of preparation for winter is different 
from that required in cold climates, but it is 
none the les3 urgent and necessary. We 
have only to adapt ourselves to the different 
conditions and circumstances, and live up to 
them, and we will find that care and atten­ 
tion to necessaries will pay iu this country as 
well as in any other. 
Interesting to Farmers. 
Goon W ords son Holsteisb.—It is more 
apparent every day that those valuable 
breuls which have hitherto been overshad­ 
owed by Short horns are gradually growing 
in favor with farmer* thronchuut the country. 
A correspondent of the Country Oentlcmav, 
in response to another in the same journal, 
has this to say about Hoi steins : For making 
veal the Holsteins stand without a peer. It 
is very seldom that a calf will consume the 
milk that the dam gives. The result is that 
the calves grow rapidly and fatten quickly. 
It Mr. Wright could stand on the wharf at 
Flushing, in Holland, as I have done, and 
see. a steamboat depart for the I>ondon mar­ 
ket, loaded with veal calves, which 
for sze and condition surpassed any­ 
thing he evgr dreamed of, he would conclude 
that the English |ieople had a better opinion 
of the Hi luteins than lie has. AnJ if he will 
take the trouble to visit a herd of Holsteins 
of which I could tell him, in this country, 
numbering now about ICO head, he will see a 
number of cows each of which w ill turn the 
scales at 1,000 pounds, and a bull that will 
do it quickly at 3,000 pounds. He will ac­ 
knowledge that their hides are n i insignifi­ 
cant item in their owner’s balance sheet, and 
he will be forced to conclude from manipula­ 
tion that there is an ample supply of beef and 
tallow within them. It is no use to decry 
Holsteins, for they aro a valuable breed of 
cattle, and will inevitably make their mark 
in this country. When a cow will give from 
twenty to forty quarts of milk daily, and 
when too old for the dairy will yield as much 
beef and tallow as a Short-horn, ehe is Dot to 
be despised.

THE VICISSITUDES AND REVERSES OF 
AN ANCIENT CITY. 


A Magnificent Eathing-Place—The Crand- 
eur of the Kursaal—Fishing on 
the Estacades—Etc. 


Ostend, September 20, 1SS0. 
Os tend has been so often besieged, 
burned and bombarded that owing to its 
vicissitudes and reverses it possesses no 
riches of many years to exhibit, and in 
spite of its old age, has every appearance 
of a modern city. 
Its name signifies 
oriental extremity, aud it was in the ninth 
century nothing more than a little village 
inhabited by fishermen. Its harbor was 
frequented from the ninth century, and the 
sir .11 borough was raised to the dignity of 
a city in 1207 by the Countess Margueret 
of Constantinople, Countess of Flanders. 
In 1445 Puilip of Bourgogne, Count of 
Flanders, called the Good, caused walls to 
be built around it, and permitted the in­ 
habitants to dig a new harbor and a new 
basin, so as to be able to make use of the 
opening which the sea had affected on the 
shore on toe east side. It was only iu 
15S3 that I’rince William of Orange caused 
the city to be really lortilied. The Hol­ 
landers 
SUSTAINED A MEMORABLE SIEGE 
Agaiust the Spaniards which lasted from 
1(501 to 1004, and ended in the capitulation 
of the city, which surrendered to the 
Spanish General Ambroise Spinela. Louis 
XV. beaieged Ostend in 1745, and almost 
entirely destroy ed the city. In 174S this 
city was restored to Austria. After hav­ 
ing again belonged to France from 1794, 
during the Consulate and Empire it re­ 
turned to Holland, owing to the events of 
1814, and at last fell to Belgium. Since 
1830 Ustend, owing to the separation of 
Belgium from Holland, has become, after 
Antwerp, the most important seaport of 
Belgium, and is now probably the finest 
sea bathing-place in the world. Certainly 
nothing has yet been created to equal the 
grandeur and magnificence of its dike, its 
Kursaal and private residences ; these last 
belong to the rich bankers of Germany and 
Belgium. You arrive at the depot, situated 
at tiie end of the principal street, which 
appears like auy other street of a large 
European city, with shop windows tilled 
with objects of luxury and beauty ; you 
continue along the street without realizing 
that the sea is near, as no view of it can 
be had from the railroad, in fact the dunes 
along the entire coast serve as a sort of 
casket to hide this bright jeweL After 
some distance up Rue de Ohapelle or 
Kaapel etraat, you begin to climb a rather 
steep ascent which finishes only at the 
dike. 
When once you reach the top of 
this street you perceive 
A SIGHT TRULY MAGNIFICENT 
And imposing, fur the sea extends in one 
wide expause to the sky beyond; you 
there Btaud upon a dike apparently com­ 
posed of slate, and whose polished sur­ 
face reflects the objects aoove; an iron 
railing extends around its border, sloping 
iu a bigh wall down to the sand, which at 
high tide is washed by the waves. This 
dike is exceedingly wide, sufficiently 
so for huudrcds of promenaders to pass 
and repass each other without the slightest 
inconveuienee ; it continues for a long dis­ 
tance with a slight curve, then gracefully 
turns in a half circle around the Kursaal, 
after which it advances straight on to the 
royal residence. 
Not only is the dike 
wonderful and imposing iu its extent, hut 
that which adds to its grandeur is the 
Kursaal, a magnificent circular construc­ 
tion principally of glass, with its broad 
atep3, galleries and all the interior attrac­ 
tions of a liist-elass casino. It was built 
by the city of Ostend, which derives large 
profits from it ; it was inaugurated in 1878 
by King Leopold II., and is certainly the 
grandtst and most sumptuous edifice which 
exists throughout the world. Extending 
along the dike on either side of the Kur­ 
saal are numerous stately hotels with their 
varied architecture and glimpses of rich 
furniture through the open bay windows. 
But that which is even more attractive is 
the vast number of private dwellings ex­ 
tending the whole length of the dike, each 
rivaling the other in grace and buouty ; 
they were 
DESIGNED BT THE FIRST ARCHITECTS 
Of Belgium, and completed by her first 
sculptors, as the magnificent carving and 
stone statues attest. However varied their 
architecture, the first floor is invariably 
composed of a dining-hall, leading into an 
open conservatory on the street. 
During 
pleasant weather the meals are taken in 
the conservatory, in the midst of flowers 
and plants, when the maguiticent prome­ 
nade and vast ocean delight the eye ; and 
it is also a pleasing sight to the prome- 
naders, this family reunion, seated before 
wonderful shrimps and lobsters, and where 
servants in livery silently move around the 
chairs. Nothing, in fact, can suggest a 
greater amount of combined wealth aud 
luxury than these private dwellings pre­ 
sent. The city has rapidly grown 111 this 
fashionable quarter since the Franco-Prus­ 
sian war, for Germans, who have no sea­ 
port of their own, hesitate at present 
to flock to the coast of France, 
aud 
therefore 
resort 
to the sea­ 
bathing cities of Belgium and Hol­ 
land. 
In fact German Í3 the language 
most generally heard, unless down in the 
heart of the city. After German comes 
English, for Dover sits across the channel 
and smiles at Ostend in a most friendly 
manner. Two packet boats leave each of 
these cities daily, and are constantly 
crowded with travelers; true, travelers 
from Germany and the north of Switzer­ 
land find a direct road to England by the- 
way of Ostend, and the tiain which 
briugs them to Ostend advances to the 
very side of the boat. Ostend is 
TilE COUNTRY BEAT OF THE ROYAL FAMILY. 
The palace they inhabit is almost at the 
end of the drive, and stands against the 
dunes at one extremity, as a barrier to 
farther extension in that direction. It 
seems a myriad of stories and balconies, 
and appears in the distance like a veritable 
chalet, only that chalets arc cheerful and 
attractive, whereas this palace is gloomy 
without being imposing. Owing to the Ex­ 
position which is now being held at Brus­ 
sels, tho royal family have already 
left Ostend, but tho King comes and 
goes at cl ose* intervals, however, with so 
little ceremony that it is by accident one 
perceives him, in ao open carriage accom­ 
panied by one gentleman, dressed as a 
simple citizen, and appearing with his 
light beard like an aristocratic English­ 
man. It is only at uigbt, when the numer­ 
ous windows of the palace beam forth like 
small stars, that the good inhabitants are 
aware their king is with them. At the 
foot of tho dike may be seen, at reg­ 
ular intervals, jetties, or brise-lames, extend­ 
ing far out into the sea; they are first com­ 
posed of branches of trees and shrubs, 
tilled iu with stones, so as to take a firm 
hold into the sand, then come myriads of 
tiny mussels and animals, which attach 
themselves to the stones and wood ; later, 
they are filled in with brick and mortar, 
and present a smooth aud oval form. They 
are used to break the waves, and succeed 
in stemming the violence of the current, 
rendering the beach safer and more agree­ 
able. 
Workmen are constantly seen 
busy, occupied in constructing other trise. 
lames, or in repairing those injured by 
THE VIOLENCE OF WINTER STORMS. 
They can work only at very low tide, and 
so long as the waters do not rise, continue 
long in the night, when the light of their 
lanterns reflected in the water casta a 
strange glare upcn their animated forms. 


At the other end of the dike in the opposite 
direction from the royal palace begin tue Es­ 
tacadla, which, with their railing continue 
the dike for some distance, then advance 
straight into the sea, making a promenade 
of at least ten minutes to reach the end. 
The extremity is wide and spacious, and 
contains numerous benches, ch irs, besides 
a bar where all sorts of drinks are to be 
had, but where the schiedam only is called 
for both by ladies and gentlemen. 
The 
srhieda-niis a sort of essenceof some aromatic 
plant which grows in the neighborhood; it 
is uotsweet nor as fragrant as the chartreuse, 
but is equally digestive. One of the amuse­ 
ments of Ostend is the fishing on the 
Estacades. A sailor in vented a machine com - 
posed of an extended net, a pulley advanc­ 
ing above the head over the water, and a 
cylinder with ropes. Thesenefsart- very easy 
to draw up, and they prove the joy of the 
children, but the occupation is not con­ 
fined to the little ones, for when the wind 
is uot too strong the nets are all employed 
by old and young. It is delightful amuse 
ment, for the curiosity is constantly ex­ 
cited as to what you may have iu your filet. 
The children have less patience, and con­ 
sequently do not give the fish time to be­ 
come entangled but con tantly draw np 
the net to find there invariably a few small 
sardines, three or four shrimps, and the 
everlasting crab. There are. however, some 
fine large fish caught in this way, and wh-.n 
he is first seen coming out of the water 
STRUGGLING IN THE NET, 
Everybody rushes to get a good look at 
him, the other fishermen abandon their 
posts, and several rush forward with small 
nets attached to long poles by which to 
rescue him. By the side of each net is 
placed a basket, into which the fish are 
dropped aud kept until the owner sees tit 
to carry them away*. Promenaders make it 
a business to examine these baskets, and 
in proportion as they contain large or 
small fish, or are empty, do they look 
with contempt or admiration on the 
fisherman. 
Should you be fortunate 
enough to draw up a large fish, you 
are admired, aud your success is as ereat 
as though you had performed a difficult 
step in a contredanse. There is no talent 
or address employed in this manner of tish- 
iug, however, but the admiration excited 
is for your luck, your good fortune, just 
the same should you gather iu gold at 
Monaceo while piayiag. rouge, ct nnir. 
The manner of 
bathing at Ostend 
is 
different from any other 
place 
in Europe 
except 
at Boulogne-bur- 
mcr. 
After 
obtaining 
your 
ticket 
at the office you present it to a inan who 
indicates to you a cabin on wheels, painted 
in white and very comfortable anil clean. 
As soon as you have mounted the steps, an­ 
other man on horseback rashes up, 
attaches his horse to the cabin, and after 
warning you by a stroke of his whip 
agaiust the side of your dwelling that you 
may sit down, he dashes out into the sea— 
so far out that the noise of the waves 
against the eabin and the movement pro­ 
duced by the turning of the wheels cause 
you for a moment to imagine yourself 
CROSSING THE OCEAN, 
And if you are inclined, can become the 
least bit sea-sick. The cabin is turned, 
the man again strikes the side with hia 
whip-handle 
and 
w ith. hia 
horse 
rides away. 
You 
are then 
left 
isolated aud alone to don your bathing cos­ 
tume. The costumes rented to the men 
arc fair enough, but should a woman not 
think it proper to carry her own costume 
she is given a brown flannel chemise to put 
on—the ugliest, the most ungraceful gar­ 
ment it is po-sihle to imagine. No woman 
possessed of the slightest coquetry would 
ever put such a thing on, and as fat women 
are Dever attractive in the handsomest of 
bathing dresses, one may imagine what 
these Flemish and German women appear 
like. There is of course thei baigneur, and 
the baignmse for women and child reu. They 
Dever appear without their conventional 
buckets, with which they constantly douche 
their victims. Besides, they carry attached 
to their waists a very pretty little barrel, 
intended for cognac, in case of sudden ill­ 
ness or accident, but it is easy to imagine 
them employed more for ornament thaD 
nse. 
THE RIGHT OF BATHING 
In the ocean at Ostend can be granted 
only by the municipality of the city, who 
own the cabins and derive large benefits 
from this enterprise, and although at high 
tide but two steps are necessary to enter 
the water, no one is allowed to bathe who 
does not rent a cabin. True, the people of 
the village, the sailors and soldiers bathe 
pome distance off and use the sandhills as 
dressing-rooms, but no others have the 
courage to do so, although the tariff 
for the bath is dear. 
The munici­ 
pality, after being exacting, professes to 
look after you with tender solicitude, and 
the whole day long, from 7 o’clock in the 
morning until 4 in the evening, the 
bathing hours, two men are stationed 
in a boat some distance out at sea, 
jnst in front of the cabins, and watch the 
bathers as they plunge around in the 
waves, out they appear to consider it wea­ 
risome business. It must lie said that the 
boat is always to be seen when the sea is 
calm and no danger exists, and when the 
sea is rough aud some accident may occur, 
it is never there. In very Bevere weather 
a man Í3 seen on the wall of the dike 
clothed in a rubber coat, with a flag in his 
hand, which he waves according to his 
fancy. He is said to be there for the hene- 
tit and safety of the bathers, but be seems 
to be of as little service as the boat iu 
calm weather.

How to W e ld a B ro k en S p rin g 
E la te . — Get the length, and then 
take the part of broken plate which is 
easiest to handle, and upset it suitable for 
welding. Make a piece of iron five-eighths 
of an inch wide, quite thin at one edge, 
leaving the other about three-eighths of an 
inch thick, something like a razor blade. 
Take a welding heat on the part that has 
been upset and weld the iron across, hav­ 
ing the thick end on the point of the blade. 
Scarf it for welding, upset the other part 
of plate and scarf it bo that when welding 
the piece of iron comes between the twa 
steels. Id the first heat—it caunot be done 
in one—don’t strike too hard at first, and 
thin down any thick edges of the scarfs. 
Take a second heat and the result will 
be, in the . hands of an average 
smith, a good sound weld. If the 
steel is at all fiery do not attempt to weld 
it. Should there be a hole near the broken 
place, showing, on being heated, any sign 
of a flaw, make a new plate. The piece of 
iron welded between facilitates the weld­ 
ing, and also makes up for the length lost 
in jumping. — [London Coach-Builders’ 
Journal.

FOUNDLINGS. 


THE FOUNDLING HOSPITAL AT 
FRANCISCO. 
SAN 


San F rancisco, October 13, 1880. 
I happened one night years ago mto a 
theater, since deceased, and the pl 'V was 
“ The Foundling of Rue Francois.” A 
woman came upon the stage, carrying a 
babe, and approached the gateway painted 
upon the scene. She put the child iu the 
biskt-t, then in another moment the wheel 
turned and the bah) was gone. Such a 
Wail of agony as issued from her lips— 
“ Oh ! my baby, my little one !” It was 
blood-curdling, and all the women in the 
audience cried. Somehow this came back 
to me as I pressed the latch of the 
gate No. 913 Tyler street. Directly before 
me in large letters waa'tbe sign : “ Found­ 
ling asylum and lying-in hospital.” \ ery 
well, I would investigate. There was ever 
a romance connected with foundlings. 
Into how many plots have they t utcred ; 
how many plays have beeu played about 
them ; bow many stories written ! Here- 
were to be found children abandoned of 
father and mother— 
CASTAWAYS, 
Waifs, the unwelcome bits and strays of 
humanity—the driftwood of life cast up on 
the shore for whoever w ill to gather. And 
yet the little creatures have veins through 
which runs human blood ; they have speak­ 
ing tougues and laughing lips, and eyes for 
tears to flow—caa you imagine it when 
parents turn them away and never see the 
children moro? Think of it, you who love 
your children ; who toil for them and 
bear with them, and live for them, 
and hold them to your hearts as the 
dearest gifts of heaven. There are hun­ 
dreds of ctiildren in this land of Chris­ 
tianity whose parents desert them through 
shame, poverty or indifference. 
Our 
Foundling Asylum was established in 
1S68, its moving energy being I)r. Hardy, 
an old Quaker, whcse venerable face is 
well known to San Francisco. A hundred 
arguments were urged against it by those 
from whom aid was asked, the principal 
one being that it would be an encourage­ 
ment to illegitimacy. This argument was 
sileuced, however, when the public was 
made to sec that siu is impulse, aud lays no 
plans for its future ; that tho woman who 
is compelled by society to bear the blame 
for'both sexes should be allowed an invio­ 
lable retreat through her worst trial, again 
to return to the sphere from which she has 
fallen, if she can, unhounded by scorn and 
sneers ; that at any rale the little child is 
not to blame, and should have an asylum 
from which it may go out to adoption and 
honorable life. It is the effort of the Chris­ 
tian people who have charge of the various 
asylums for children to make the respecta­ 
ble future of their little charges certain. 
Homes are sought for them, 
DECENT AVENUES OF LAEOR, 
Lawful adoption where possible. If you 
apply to the orphan asylums for a girl to 
assist you with your housework yonr char­ 
acter is inquired into before yon are in­ 
trusted with her, and the Kindergarten 
managers have just now a p an to train 
such girls as Froebel nurses, that their 
services may be sought as a benefit, bo 
at the Foundling Asylum no one may take 
a child for adoption without furnishing 
evidence of ability to care for it properly, 
and they are always required in writing to 
promise that such child shall be reare 1 as 
their own, in case of their death it shall be 
their heir or share equally in all property 
if there be other children. Hundreds of 
little unfortunates have thus been taken 
in ignorance of their birth. They give and 
receive bappiuess; comforts and luxuries 
surround them ; education and culture 
will be theirs, and our State has thus 
raised up to it men and women who must, 
otherwise inevitably have been the dregs 
of humanity, a shame to themselves and to 
society. 
Applications for children to 
adopt, for bright, healthy, well-formed 
children, are so numerous here that they 
cannot all be met. But many of them are 
afflicted with disease, and the unfortunate 
little creatures not adopted at two years 
of age are transferred to the Protestant 
Orphau Asylum and remain the wards of 
charity. As one enters the gate 
A LARGE GILT HAND 
Points under the stairway, and a sign 
reads: “ Receptacle for Infants. Persons 
leaving infants will see that they are 
warmly clad. Ring the bell, and repeat if 
necessary ; retire to the walk and remain 
until the child is taken within.” A car­ 
riage stands under tiie stairs, and the baby 
is placed there. The night nurse hears the 
bell, opeug the door iu a moment or two, 
and from the instant tho baby is in her 
arms it belongs to charity. A warui bath 
is immediately administered and proper 
clothing put on. Sometimes the new­ 
born infant is yet unwashed ; sometimes 
it is carelessly wrapped in rags, or 
an old shawl is thrown over it, aud 
in a very few cases it is decently clothed. 
Little dead babies have been left there with 
a note requesting that burial which the 
parents are too poor to furnish. Auy one 
may thus leave a baby ; you might leave 
yours, I might leave mine—though heaveu 
knows I canndt imagine the poverty or 
the disgrace which could bring that about! 
—and no soul would know it was yours or 
miue, since no questions are ever asked, 
aud the babies get truly mixed at once 
Probably if you should leave your baby 
and go there a month after to visit the 
asylum, hungry for a sight of it, you 
would not be able to tell it from the rest. 
Since the opining of the institution it has 
received 1,000 babies. 
WHAT A NUMBER ! 
Each receives a number, which is put on 
its little bed. A child had been left the 
night before—he was 1,000. As many as 
toar in a night have been left. One was 
deposited in the carriage, and it was very 
sick. It was washed and watched and 
attended, and the next morning a woman 
came to the door. “ How long did that 
child live that was left last night ? ” ehe 
asked. Ou being told it was yet alive she 
answered nonchalantly, “ I didn’t suppose 
it would live an hour,” and left. What 
mercy could a helpless infant expect at 
such hands? I went up stairs to see the 
babies, the prettiest and brightest of which 
arc always culled by adoption. The nurses 
sat with a babe on each knee, trotting and 
hushing. I cannot tell you what pity 
I felt as I looked upon the children. Good 
care attends them, but not loving care, not 
mother care. A pair of pretty twin girls 
cried lustily at my appearance, although 
often seeing strangers. A little fellow, 
who at his entrance had scald-head terribly, 
kicked and crowed in a high chair. He 
was in the best of humors, and his little 
face was wreathed in smiles. The last 
baby left looked up at me ont of his crib ; 
a pretty, cunning face he had—how could 
his mother have left him ! He might have 
been three weeks old. In another crib lay 
such a raite of a creature, asleep. Her 
eyes had blue rings around them, and an 
unhealthy look hung about her. 
She 
weighed but three pounds ; oh ! what con­ 
stant tender care she needs 1 Doe* the 
memory of her nr ver burden the conscience 
of two guilty people ? They all wore white 
slips, with blue ribbons tied around the 
wrists. 
THE PERCENTAGE OF DEATHS 
Is, of course, greater among them than 
among an equal number retained by pa­ 
rents. 
The physicians experiment with 
food to see what best agrees with each 
infant, and in the greater number of in­ 
stances cow’s milk serves best. 
Wet 
nnrses are, however, hired for special 
cases. Somehow the heartless side of peo­ 
ple seemed to fade away as I saw the little 
innocents. I forgot the wicked, indiffer­ 
ent parents, and I saw only the mother 
with an ache in her heart, covering her 


babe's cheeks with kisses and tears, hug­ 
ging it to her breast again and again, try­ 
ing to put it in the carriage and snatching 
it again, and finally with that low wail iu 
her throat hurriedly ringing the bell and 
waiting on the walk sobbing her prayers. 
That ivas the woman that haunted me 
while I was there. Don’t say she is an 
impossible woman ; 
perhaps she is 
counted by the score. 
A colored 
woman, Charlotte Seymour, at her 
death left the institution §12,000 and the 
furniture of the reception-room, her por­ 
trait hanging on its wall. The bequest of 
Michael Reese was §20,000, aud once State 
aid was furnished. Uuder the new law 
the State will probably extend a helping 
hand to these abandoned children again, 
aud the resources of the asylum will thus 
be enlarged. “ But,” I said thoughtfully, 
“ I should not wish to adopt an illegitimate 
child. If I wished a baby I should go to 
some poor ’out respectable family, tor blood 
is so likely to tell. ” I received for an­ 
swer : “ The mothers and the fathers of 
these children are of all grades—from 
highest to lowest. They come to us with 
money, education, birth aud beauty. Their 
birth and position make them no better. 
Tiie children oí the best people are 
OFTEN THE WORST, 
Those of the wi rst people sometimes the 
best. When we give a child its parent- 
wili never lay claim to it; will never eveu 
know it. It is yours at once and forever. 
Take it, educate it, love and cherish it; 
you may make it what you will. ’ The 
patients connected with the lying-in de­ 
partment are unknown and never seen by 
visitors. 
They give what names they 
choose, wait their time, and departing 
leave behind the child. The matron said 
some, particularly the German women, 
were heartbroken at leaving the baby. 
Can they ever see a child afterward in the 
car, on the street, anywhere, without 
thinking in agony, “ Oh, that one may be 
mine ! ” They have never cnce had even 
an application from the same woman a 
second time. So far as known all such 
“ GO AND SIN NO MORE.” 
The world receives them just as ever. 
No outw ard shame visits them, they marry 
aud raise up families, but that one slip— 
can it ever be eradicated from memory ? 
What family disgrace and individual ruin 
must thus be many times prevented ! 
“ But,” I objected again, “ Is it right 
that these women should be allowed to 
marry afterward, the semblance of inno­ 
cence and womanly virtue?” Again I was 
bushed into silence. “ Madam, how many 
men tell to their wives the story of sius 
and follies before marriage ? Is it fair to 
leave one shameful story shrouded in se­ 
crecy, and reveal the other, small, a thou­ 
sand times in comparison ?”K ate H eath.

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Boston Periodicals from New York Fycs— 
A Monthly that steadily Loses— 
An Ancient Review 


N ew Y'ork, October 8, 1SS0. 
The Popular Science Monthly, precisely 
what its name implies, if one of the most 
valuable periodicals in the republic. It is 
popular in its contents and popular in a 
commercial sense, having an actual circula­ 
tion, it is said, of 12,000 to 14,000 copies, 
which is very large for a magazine of this 
sort. More interest, as you know, is felt 
in science in this country than in any coun­ 
try of Europe, owing doubtless to the wide 
diffusion of knowledge, and the general 
readiness of the people to embrace new 
ideas. European scientists have noticed 
and commented on this, and judged 
very favorably theuee of the intel­ 
lectual character of the citizens of 
the New World. 
Our public lib­ 
raries report a very large proportion of 
the books taken out as scientific ones, and 
they are takeu out frequently by people 
destitute of regular education, and in the 
lower ranks of life, showing that science 
has really got hold of the understanding 
and excited the sympathy of the people. 
No monthly iu the Union has a better 
foundation than 
• 44 THE POPULAR SCIENCE.” 
It is 30 years old ; is $5 a year, or 50 
cents a number, and pays its publishers, 
D. Appleton & Co., handsomely, since 
nearly all its papers are selected ; so that 
the expense of original contributions is 
saved. It ha» been enlarged lately, and 
is, I hear, steadily increasing. Its editor 
is Edwin L. Younians (associated with his 
sister, Eliza Y’oumaus), a native of Albany, 
occupied from boyhood with scientific pur­ 
suits. When but 12 or 13, he contracted a 
malady of the eyes, which deprived him of 
sight for several years. During his blind­ 
ness, his sister read to him six or seven 
hours a day, and after he had recovered 
his vision, aided him in making experi­ 
ments in chemistry. His misfortune led 
him to the subject of ocular illustration in 
science and to the publication of his “ Chem­ 
ical Chart of Colored Diagrams” for the 
use of schools. All his life he has been a 
hard student, and having 
A W IFE OF MEANS, 
And being without children, he can follow 
his studies without the embarrassments 
and distractions of pecuniary unindepend­ 
ence. He has traveled much abroad, and 
is on intimate terms with the leading 
savants of Europe. He is an intimate 
friend of Herbert Spencer, and they have 
traveled much together abroad. Now in 
his 59th year, and scarcely able to use his 
eyes, he is an enthusiast in science ; is per­ 
petually thinking, studying or dictating, 
except when he eats and sleeps. In no 
sense gregarious, he can rarely l>e per­ 
suaded into society of any kind, unless it 
be of the scientific order. 
Youmans is 
regularly engaged by the Appletons, edit­ 
ing nearly all the scientific works they 
publish. As may be inferred, he is an un­ 
compromising rationalist, though tolerant 
of all opinions, even the most orthodox. 
The Appletons also publish the Art Jour­ 
nal, edited by Oliver B. Bunce, at 89 a 
year, sold by subscription only, and are re­ 
ported to have done well with it in the four 
or five years since they have set it up. It 
contains some original matter, to which 
the firm íb not partial, albeit the bulk of 
it is selected. Its feature is engravings 
from pictures of note, many of which are 
very good. These sell the periodical; but 
naturally the sale is limited, and yet re­ 
munerative. 
44 TUB NORTH AMERICAN REVIEW ,” 
Which has been modernized and contem­ 
porized by its owner, Allen Theodore Rice, 
is published, or properly printed by the 
Appletons. While magazines have been 
dying or changing their form, the North 
A merican has been issued more frequently. 
After having been a Boston quarterly for 
more than sixty years, Rice purchased it, 
and turned it into a bi-monthly, and with 
the January number of last year it became 
a monthly. For the past two or three 
years it has been published here, and since 
it has passed ints Rice’s hands—he is the 
editor—it has materially altered its char­ 
acter. Before that it was solid, solemn, 
heavy, old-fashioned—a periodical, New 
Yorkers said with irreverence, to be read 
approvingly, and even admiringly, by the 
Adams family and all the old fossils and 
barnacles that adhere to Plymouth Rock, 
Fanenil Hall and the ancient institutions 
of Massachusetts. Generation after gene­ 
ration tried to read it, fell asleep and 
was gathered to its fathers. One publisher 
preceded another. 
Nobody made or 
dreamed of making money out of it—that 
would not have comported with the pro­ 
prieties of veteran respectability in Beacon 
street—it vegetated on from decade to de­ 
cade, causing not a ritfle in the literary 
sea, living an unvarying, acceptably mo­ 
notonous death. The few hundred read­ 
ers it had were the only persons conscious 
of its being. Certain men wrote for it on 
snbjects of antique date for which nobody 
cared, and received, when willing to take 
pay, §3 a page for their ponderous contri­ 
butions. In some sense it was the 
CRADLE OF PERIODICAL LITERATURE 
In America, and was for thirty-five years 
the most creditable publication of the kind 
we had. As other periodicals, like the 
Knickerbocker, Putnam's and the Atlantic, 
appeared, it was left behind in point of en­ 
terprise and interest, although, consoling 
reflection, it never failed to be eminently 
respectable and exceptionally dignified. 
Under the old dispensation it was never 
known to attract attention save when 
James Parton was engaged, jnst after the 
close of the war, to write an article for it 
on Daniel Webster. His article was capital, 
and created such a sensation that hun­ 
dreds of intelligent persons were made 
aware, for the first time, of the existence 
of the Review. 
Some of them may have 
heard their fathers speak of it, but most of 
them imagined it had long before gone to 
its grave. Parton 
RUTHLESSLY SHATTERED THE IDOL 
Which Boston had so devoutly worshiped. 
Instead of the god-like Daniel into which 
it had elevated him, the clever author pre­ 
sented him as an animal with a big brain, 
sluggish, sensual, selfish, who allowed 
himself to be a pensioner on the bounty of 
State street, and who had no moral prin­ 
ciple whatever. His gigantic intellect alone 
redeemed him from liestiality ; his head 
was a mental machine capable of prodigious 
performances ; the rest of him was physical 
appetite and self-indulgence. Imagine how 
solid Bostonians would receive this ! They 
were simply horrified, and believed that 
Parton should be burned at the stake. They 
pronounced it disgraceful, infamous, and 
lamented that they should have lived to see 
the day when the grand old Remero should 
so demean itself—should so shame all its 
antecedents. 
Parton had told a great 
deal of troth—he is far more care­ 
ful of his facts than he has received 
credit for—and it was 
the truth 
which hurt. 
To refer to the early days of 
the North American is like reviving an­ 
tiquity. 
Its first editor was William 
Tredor, a forgotten litterateur, one of 
the founders of the Athemxum in 
Boston, and onr Consul to Lima fifty- 
five years ago. 
William Ellery Chan- 
ning, the eloquent Unitarian clergyman, 
and the late Richard Henry Dana, were his 
successors. Then came Edward Everett, 
Jared Sparks, Alexander H. Everett 
(brother of Edward Everett), who died in 
Canton while acting as Commissioner to 
China in 1847. John G. Palfrey, divine 
and historian ; Francis Bowen, scholar and 
political economist, and Oliver W. B. Pea­ 


body, writer and professor, also occupied 
the sacred chair with other worthies. Irv. 
ing, Halleck, Paulding, Bryant, Dana, 
Drake, and most of the writers of a by-gone 
time, were more or less frequent contribu­ 
tors to the Rt view, whose back volumes are 
the literary mile sti n s ot t íe past. To­ 
day the North A me rican bieatl.es the air 
of the last quarter of the uiuteenth 
century', and seems to be somewhat 
modeled on toe English magazine of 
that name. 
Rice, who is rich, is 
ambitious to make it a power and 
an influence in American thought, and his 
ambition is surely more laudable than that 
of many of our young men who seek dis­ 
tinction by driving coaches, as he once did, 
playing polo, leading the German and 
staring out of 
FIFTH AVENUE CLUB WINDOWS. 
He has improved it greatly, and has 
brought it abreast of ths time. He is a 
New Englander by birth, I believe, who was 
educated at Oxford (England), and who 
believes that the literary center of the Re­ 
public must soon lie where the commercial 
center is. His aim still is to make the 
Rerieic solid, but interesting and brilliant 
at the same time, and he is working hard 
to this end. The recompense he offers is 
not very liberal—85 a page—though, as 
the pages contain only 5U0 words, it is as 
liberal as any' of the magazines. Writers 
lor the periodicals should not expect their 
writing to be very profitable. 
If they 
have such expectation, they are doomed to 
disappointment. 
They should look for 
their chief reward iu tiie satisfaction they 
get from expressing til ir thought. 
44 THE CATHOLIC WORLD ” 
Is a very good magazine of the theological 
sort, containing many' interesting papers, 
but nearly all bordering on or connected 
with clerical issues. Its editor is Rev. I. 
T. Hecker, an American-born priest, who 
has the reputation of possessing much tal­ 
ent and culture. All its contributors are, 
I think. Roman Catholics ; ail its writing 
naturally has the toue of the Church, and 
is often narrow and intolerant. How can 
it be otherwise ? The assumption of in­ 
fallibility necessitates narrowness and in­ 
tolerance. The magazine has a circulation 
of 0,000 or 7,000, and is not, probably, re­ 
munerative directly, though it may be as 
an organ of the faith. Its age is 15 years. 
It includes considerable selected matter, 
and much of its work is done by priests, 
and, in a literary sense, done very well. 
This must be so, for very few professional 
authors are Catholic, or in truth religionists 
of any sort. 
t h e 44 A t la n tic ’s ” p a s t a n d p r e s e n t. 
The Atlantic, although not so good as it 
has beeD, is still, unquestionably, the best 
literary monthly the* country has given 
birth to. 
When begun, 22 years ago, it 
had no 
rival worthy of the name, 
and in 
many things 
it keeps the 
lead. The particularly shining names 
which first commended it to public 
favor, such as Nathaniel Hawthorne, 
Ralph Waldo Emerson, Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, Cornelius C. Felton, Heury W. 
Longfellow, James Russell Lowell, appear 
either not at all or very seldom, owing to 
the death of some and the absorbing occu­ 
pation of others. Albeit Longfellow and 
Holmes, W hittier and Lowell still sing on 
its pages, their songs are rare, and may­ 
hap more welcome for their rarity. A 
younger race of men supplies the place of 
the older, and many of those are gifted and 
graceful. Latterly the magazine has had 
more solidity and less speculation—papers 
on polities, political economy, national 
issues and international questions having 
taken the place of airy, sentimento-phil- 
osophic essays. Already it has had five or 
six publishers, and not one of them, I ven­ 
ture to say, has found it in any degree 
profitable. It is, belike, doing as well now 
as it has been for years, though scarcely 
making money. It is not so liberal in tone 
or payment as formerly. It used to pay 
8*250 a paper to its best writers, whether it 
made seven, eight or ten pages ; but now 
•310 is deemed a high rate—§6 to 87 being 
the general figure. It no longer pays on 
acceptance either, and authors are often 
forced to wait a year or two for checks 
which they should have had when their 
work was done. The Atlantic has had 
three editors, not counting assistants— 
James Russell Lowell, who knew 
A GOOD THING ON INSTINCT, 
But who had no method, and no concep­ 
tion of business. He very frequently 
carried off manuscripts, it is reported, 
mislaid or lost them, and caused the pub­ 
lishers endless trouble. It is strange that 
a poet, and therefore a man of imagination 
and sympathy, can be so oblivious of the 
rights of other authors. James T. Fields 
was the second editor, and restored order 
out of chaos. He has the name here— 
perhaps falsely—of being very self-appre­ 
ciative, of addictedness to lion-hunting 
and to repetition of stories he has made 
familiar by much telling; but he is en­ 
tertaining in his way, and he under­ 
stood 
the 
duties of 
his 
office. 
William 
D. 
Howells, 
the 
present 
editor, is the best, on the whole, of the 
three, and is an extraordinary product of 
the composing-room. Although one of the 
finest writers in the republic, and master 
of a delightful style, he owes most of his 
edncation to himself. Born at a village in 
Ohio, he learned printing in his father’s 
office at Hamilton and Dayton, and worked 
pretty steadily at the case from his twelfth 
to his nineteenth year. He then went to 
Columbus as Legislative correspondent of 
the Cincinnati Gazette, and two years later 
became editor of the Ohio State Journal. 
He began contributing to the Atlantic at 
23—he is now 43—and was appointed Con­ 
sul at Venice at 25, remaining abroad three 
year?. After some literary skirmishing 
here, he repaired to Boston, and was made 
assistant editor of the magazine until 
Fields retired, when he was appointed his 
successor. The Atlantic has the most brill­ 
iant list of contributors in the country. 
Independent of the older authors, there 
are Stoddard, Stedman, Henry James, Jr., 
Howells, Aldrich, Warner, Clemens, De 
Forest, Grant White, Higginson, Weiss, 
Parton, Piatt, Bret Harte, Joaquin Miller, 
Fawcett, and nearly all the cleverest men 
of the country, as well as such women as 
Harriet Spofford, Celia Thaxter, Harriet 
Stowe, Helen Hunt, Louise Moulton, Kate 
Hillard, Sallie Woolsey, Kate Field, Rose 
Terry Cooke, Lucy Larcom and Constance 
Woolson. Its circulation varies from 15,000 
to 20,000, and is now, I am told, about 
15,000. 
44 lip p in c o tt’s ” 
(Philadelphia) is the ODly magazine proper 
left. It is 11 years old, and has a circula­ 
tion, I hear, of not more than 10,000. It 
Í9 decidedly readable and ably-edited by 
John Foster Kirk ; but it is not very en­ 
terprising, nor very liberal in its dealings. 
In its character it is more provincial than 
cosmopolitan, most of its contributors ap­ 
pearing to be Pennsylvanians. J. B. Lip- 
pincott & Co. appear to regard keeping it 
up as desirable; but they do not 
pretend that it is other than a loss, or that 
it has ever been. It is reported that its 
expense falls some 81,500 behind its cost 
on each number ; so that it is not impossi­ 
ble that the publishers may tire of the 
heavy drain upon their exchequer, as the 
publishers of the Galaxy, Putnam’s, Ap­ 
pleton’s Journal and others have tired. 
The whole history of magazines in the 
United States is disheartening to the pol­ 
icy of putting one forward, and the man or 
men who shall venture to publish any new 
monthly are deserving of consideration for 
their hopefulness and audacity, whatever 
may be said of their foresight and discre­ 
tion.

The D m ocrats ought to try and come 
to some e >rt of an agreem ent as to th e posi­ 
tion th ey w ill tak e regarding th e lato 
elections. 
A t present there is no harmony 
in their views. 
Thus we find the National 
Com m ittee a ttrib u tin g the defeat of the 
party in Indiana to the concentration of 
ail the Republican forces upon th a t State, 
w hile many of the D em ocratic journals 
affect to th in k th a t the contest there was, 
a3 one of them phrases it, “ a m ere skir- 
“ m ish.” 
Of course it is apparent th a t if 
th e N ational Ext cativo Com m ittee is right 
th e other Dem ocratic authorities m ust be 
wrong. 
A nd if th e la tte r are not wrong 
it is all th e more surprising th a t the Demo­ 
cratic managers should seem to take the 
m atter to heart so m uch. 
I t is clear th a t 
th ey do not regard it as “ a m ere skir­ 
m ish,” for many of them were in the fray, 
and know w hat m anner 
of 
contest it 
was. 
T hey aro very serious about it, and 
inclined to no depreciation of its im port­ 
ance, and perhaps the sm all-fry Democratic 
press would show m ore sagacity if it did 
no t pretend a freedom from alarm which 
everybody know g it docs not enjoy, and 
which it would bo exceedingly stupid to 
entertain even if it could. 


BUT ONE CHANGE NEEDED. 


The D em ocrats cry out for a “ change.” 
B at one change is needed, and th a t is the 
alndition of the “ solid South,” which the 
Dem ocrats 
them selves 
invented. 
T hat 
m onstrous creation once destroyed it will 
become possible to introduce and m aintain 
republican governm ent a t the South, but 
th is can never be accomplished while a 
hope is left to th e party which puts its 
reliance upon falic counts and bulldozing. 
T he Southern Dem ocrats m ust be made to 
realize th a t tho country cannot and will 
not subm it to th a t kind of outrage, and 
w hen it understands th e uselessness of the 
a tte m p t it will seo the folly of longer 
m aintaining the alliance w ith the N orthern 
Democracy. 
The m om ent tho South sex • 
era th a t alliance it will begin to grow and 
prosper, for 
then 
n atural 
political di­ 
visions will appear throughout the region, 
an d the tem ptation to terrorism and fraud 
will disappear. 
I t is therefore the very 
best thing th a t can be done for the inter­ 
ests of th e South to break down its solidity, 
and a t the same tim e it is necessary for the 
protection of th e N orth th a t thi» should 
be done. 
T h at is the only change required 
a t present, and it will bo carried co t next 


xuouth. 


W hoever wishes to get a t the tru e char­ 
acter of th e political forces which are now 
in opposition in th is conntry m ust in the 
first place com prehend th a t it can only be 
possible to group certain bold outlines and 
salient features, and th a t any attem p t to 
analvze the subject in detail m ust produce 
confusion, because of the nature of the 
elem ents involved. 
In a nation of fifty 
millions the political Eituation can only be 
draw n w ith a free hand. 
I t is possible to 
catch the general d rift of large masses of 
men, to perceive th e tendencies of large 
areas of thought, b ut th a t is th e m ost th a t 
can be expected. 
To seek to label every­ 
body w ith a distinctive political nam e is 
to commit an absurdity, and to insist th at 
partisan nom enclature necessarily defines 
character as a whole is even more prepos­ 
terous. 
In a word, it is only blind and 
stupid partisanship which divideB a great 
nation into the sheep and the goats, and 
sweepingiy classifies the first as deserving 
ail th e joys of Ileavea, and th e second 
as 
having 
earned 
all 
the 
pains 
of 
Ilell. 
Such 
classification, 
though 
far 
too common, is worse th an a beatiug 
of th e air, as it encourages narrowness 
in th e people, and hinders intellectual 
grow th. 
I t is of course based upon the 
apparently common sense assum ption th at 
if a party advocates sinister m easures, all 
w ho support th a t party m ust be evil- 
m inded men. 
B ut it is not perceived th a t 
the stahdard of judgm ent in this case 
cannot be the same on both sides, and 
th a t therefore the same moral notions do 
not obtain iu the tw o parties. 
I t is still 
more necessary to rem em ber th a t parties 
are no t m ade up of casuists, who have 
carefully reasoned out every argum ent on 
which th ey expect to stand. 
They are 
composed largely of men who are w hat 
they are from mere force of habit or asso­ 
ciation. 
Often partisanship is an affair of 
a locality ; or it is a m atter of family cus­ 
tom ; or it is a question of business policy. 
The proportion of cases in which it is the 
direct and sole result of intellectual cogi­ 
tation and conviction, is probably quite 
sm all. 
I t follows 
from th is 
th a t no 
m atter 
w hat 
political 
principles 
men 
espouse, 
th ey 
them selves 
will 
be 
good, 
bad 
or 
indifferent, 
w ith 
very 
little 
refeteuce 
to 
th eir p arty 
affiliations. 
Of course if a certain p arty is 
favored by th e more ignorant elem ents of 
th e com m unity it m ust bo expected th at 
th e evil tendencies of th a t party will be 
more m arked th an those of the other ; not 
because its 
principles necessarily react 
upon the characters of it3 members, b u t 
because crim e and vice are alw ays most 
prevalent among the m ost ignorant classes. 
If therefore ignorant elem ents join the 
other party, they will produce th e same 
effects there, and so th e natural results of 
training and heredity m ake them selves 
m anifest w ithout reference to p arty doc­ 
trines. 
B ut having prem ised so m uch, it 
becomes necessary to point out th a t while 
it is impossible to analyze aud classify 
p arty character m inutely, and w hile it is 
foolish to attem p t any arbitrary division of 
th e kind, it is by no means im practicable 
to gather th e broad general tendencies of 
parties, and to ascertain how they are re­ 
lated to the interests of th e commonwealth. 
The Democracy has undoubtedly been, 
and rem ains, th e party of least loyalty to 
republican institutions. 
Its original doc­ 
trine of 
S tate R ights alw ays involved 
nullification aud secession, and this last 
m easure alw ays m ust have entailed the 
ultim ate destruction not m erely of the 
U nion, b u t of republican governm ent on 
the continent of N orth A m erica. 
For 
though th e secessionists never chose to 
follow out th eir own reasoning to its logi­ 
cal conclusion, it is very certain th a t had 
they been successful th ey could only have 
paved th e way for th e dissolution of demo­ 
cratic institutions throughout the country, 
aud th e choice betw een piecemeal conquest 
by some European power and absorption 
by some new strong governm ent growing 
out of the ruins of the republic. 
Now a 
p a rty which holds doctrines having such 
im plications cannot be said to bo very 
strongly attached to republican in stitu ­ 
tions. 
I t is tru e th a t Secession divided 
the Democracy, lm t it is also truo th a t the 
m ajority of those who then left it never 
returned to it, while the m ajority of those 
who did not then leave it believed, openly 
or 
secretly, 
in 
the 
rig h t 
of 
seces­ 
sion. 
From 
the 
rebellion 
onward, 
however, th e Democracy has been less of 
a party and more of a faction. 
I t has lost 
the dignity, the intellectual force, th e en­ 
thusiasm of conviction, which m arked it 
when its leaders were men who profoundly 
believed in the theories they upheld, and 
when the sinister tendency of those theories 
had n ot y et been exposed. 
A nd since so 
large a portion of the Dem ocracy 3howed 
itself ready to dissolve the Union a t th a t 
tim e, th e p arty a3 a whole has since ex­ 
hibited ever increasing disregard for the 
principles which lie a t th e baso of free 
governm ent. 
T he causes for this are 
diverse. 
A t the South there is a discon­ 
tented, disloyal population, clinging with 
obstinate persistence to th e pro-rebellion 
ideas of the negro, and refusing him the 
political rights the conntry has accorded 
him. 
A t the N orth there is an ignorant 
proletariat, for the m ost p a rt incapable of 
form ing any conception of governm ental 
theory, bauded together under the lead 
of 
ren al 
demagogues, 
aud 
k ep t 
in 
allegiance by tho allurem ents of public' 
plunder. 
The N orthern Dem ocracy of the 
great 
cities 
consists 
of 
little 
more 
then 
th e 
elem ents 
wo 
have 
named. 
The 
Southern 
Dem ocracy 
includes 
a 
great 
deal 
of 
sheer 
ignorance, 
too, b u t m ixed through it is also a great 
deal of 
perversity. 
The South seeks 
political power for obvious reasons, and it 
has undertaken in the present campaign 
to securo it by m ors th an th e usual vio­ 
lation of dem ocratic principles. 
I t is, 
indeed, impossible 
to 
doubt th a t the 
Democracy, N orth and South, has alm ost 
ceased to be a party, in the constitutional 
sense of the term . I t is no longer a moiety 
of the people, adhering to the samo general 
grouuds of political action a9 its opponents, 
and differing only in governm ental policy. 
It has bicomo a faction bent only upon 
the acquisition of power w ithout regard 
to the means employed. 
I t has this year 
sought to overthrow republican govern­ 
m ent altogether in tho South, for th a t is 
w hat tho solidification 
of th a t region 
implies, and nothing less. 
And the degra­ 
dation aud corruption of the party are 
displayed in th e acceptance of Southern 
M exicanization as a legitim ate m ethod of 
political w arfare. 
N othing can be mora 
significant than this. 
Some day the his­ 


torian will rem ark upon tho singularity of 
the circum stance th a t 
a party which 
form erly prided itself npon its strict con­ 
struction of the C onstitution had in these 
days become so changed th a t it accepted 
w ithout a pirotest tho establishm ent of 
political anarchy under its own auspices. 
The Democracy is willing to conquer by 
any means. 
I t is willing not only to owe 
conquest to th e snlid South, b u t to hand 
over the control of the G overnm ent to th a t 
section. 
The masses of the party seem to 
care very little for anything beyond office. 
L et it fid all th e federal places and it w/ill 
allow the South to do w hat it chooses with 
the G overnm ent. 
The leaders of the partv, 
having invited th e help of ev ery dem a­ 
gogue and charlatan aud adventurer, are 
bound to suffer th eir allies to m ake them ­ 
selves felt in the G overnm ent, 
The Demo­ 
cratic tendencies, therefore, are all opposed 
to good, and safe, aud honest, and pro­ 
gressive governm ent. 
W ith the advent to 
power of such a p arty all prospect of civil 
service reform would disappear, all regard 
for national education would vanish, all 
the elevating influences which civilize and 
advance nations would be th ru st into the 
background. 
The ignorant, venal and d is­ 
loyal elem ents would be in th e ascendant, 
and nothing could be expected of them bu t 
th at they Bhould gratify their own tastes. 
Tito Republican party, on th e other 
hand, has, w ith all its faults and short­ 
comings, adhered steadily to the political 
doctrine which is alone com patible w ith 
the perpetuity of th e republic. Indissoluble 
union and the spirit of nationality m ust 
ever be the cem ent which holds the coun­ 
try together. 
In guarding those the R e­ 
publican party has done th e best work 
th a t could have been done for th e country. 
B ut this, though its greatest, is by no 
means its only claim to public confidence. 
As the Democracy has attracted to it the 
more ignorant and vicious classes, so the 
Repnbiican party has gathered into its 
ranks the more intelligent, enterprising 
and progressive classes. 
The appreciation 
of and dem and for national education ; the 
perception of w hat is dem anded in the in­ 
terest and for the m aintenance of national 
h o n o r; th e realization of w hat is needed 
to preserve the Union strong and g ro a t; 
the enthusiasm of civilization ; all these 
powerful agencies for good have been de­ 
veloped through and in the Republican 
party. 
W e do not say th a t th at party has 
no t been cursed w ith bad men ; th a t it 
has not m ade great m istakes ; th a t it has 
not had 
to 
struggle 
w ith 
corruption 
in its own ranks. 
B ut w hat wo assert 
is th a t on th e whole, and taking its 
course broadly, it has been found on 
the side of good rath er than evil, and th a t 
in fact nearly all of progress and patriotism 
to be found in th e country has had its 
origin there. 
If anyone doubts this, let 
him seriously a*k himself w hether any re­ 
form w h atev tr has been either instituted 
or advocated by the D em ocratic party since 
the close of tho rebellion. 
D uring tho 
whole of th a t period the Democracy has 
been occupied in attem pts, to th w art and 
bn file the Republicans, who were engaged 
in efforts to restore the whole country to 
peace and prosperity under the new condi­ 
tions. 
During all th a t tim e the Democracy 
has apparently sought to identify itself 
w ith th e m ost dangerous elem ents of the 
unreconstructed South. 
I t has neither 
proposed nor helped any national measure 
of reform. 
I t has openly flouted and 
scorned civil Eervice reform from th e first. 
I t has evinced no concern for national ed­ 
ucation. 
I t has positively exerted itself to 
debanch the franchise. 
I t has indorsed the 
w orst partisan iniquities ever perpetrated. 
I t is therefore perfectly idle to look th at 
way for progress. 
The Republican party 
to-day represents w hatever hope of real 
advancem ent th e country can boast. 
It 
alone 
can 
be 
trusted 
to 
guard 
tbe 
public -credit, 
to 
oppose 
repudiation, 
to 
resist 
fiat 
money 
propositions, 
to 
take 
a 
stand 
against 
the 
infinite 
charlatanism s and frauds which are being 
devised, to see th a t b etter educational 
m achinery is em p'ojed in th e future than 
in the past. 
A ll the b etter and more 
beneficent influences and considerations in 
fact find th eir support in the Republican 
party, and for thia reason those who sin­ 
cerely desire tho prosperity of th eir coun 
try m ust do th eir utm ost to help on the 
success of thia organization. 
Tho general 
impression th a t D m ocratic success would 
be “ dangerous ” reflects a popular instinct 
which is nothing less th an th a t of self­ 
preservation. The Democracy represents all 
the sinister, retrogressive, m alignant influ­ 
ences and tendencies iu national life. 
I t 
may he necessary th a t these influences and 
tendencies should exist, as it is necessary 
th a t there should be a negative polo as 
wcil as a positive one, b ut it is assuredly 
not necessary or desirable 
th a t these 
m aleficent agencies should bo in tho as­ 
cendant, and it is the interest of all who 
appreciate civilized and w ell-ordered gov- 
em inent to oppose such a pos ibility w ith 
all th eir force.

The whole address is a con­ 
clusive 
proof th a t the Democrats do not 
realrtjp the position in which they stand, and 
n°i Jiing more strikingly illustrative of this 
cgmld be adduced than their fatuous and 
im pudent observation th a t “ the question 
“ is not now the preservation oí the Union, 
“ bu t of constitutional government. ” This- 
is as appropriate, coming from the allies of 
the solid South, as was General H ancock’s 
declaration on behalf of “ a free hallot, a 
“ full vote, and a fair count.” 
I t would 
really seem th a t th e Democratic N ational 
Com m ittee was ignorant of the impression 
the solid South has m ade upon the N orth.

HOMICIDE, NORTH AND SOUTH. 


THE REPUBLIC iN 
ADDRESS. 


The address of tho N ational Congres­ 
sional Com mitteo is a striking and agree­ 
able contrast in tone to th a t of the Demo­ 
crats. 
W hile it necessarily and properly 
opens w ith h caity congratulations on the 
outcomo of tho recent elections, it imm e­ 
diately proceeds to point out tho necessity 
of earnest and united work until tho day of 
election. 
Tho R epublican m anagers fully 
appreciate th e im portance of the gains al­ 
ready made, b u t they are none the less 
alive to the necessity of piuhing th e cam­ 
paign even ino.e vigorously thau before. 
They rig h tly dwell on the fact th a t the 
p arty has to do w ith a desperate and reck­ 
less adversary, and th a t therefore nothing 
m ust be uegleottd th a t can tend to m ake 
assurance doubly sure. 
Of course it was 
certain th a t th e fight would h iv e to be 
fought cur, w hichever way Chfio and In ­ 
diana w ent, aud though tho splendid Re­ 
publican victories ju st obtained w ill un­ 
questionably bring great moral prestige to 
tho party, they ear,not m ake up for any 
present apathy or w ant of activity. 
I t is 
indeed very desirable th a t the defeat of the 
Democracy n ext m onth should be so con­ 
clusive and overwhelm ing as to 
leave 
nothing to base a hope upon. 
Tho solid 
South m ust bo extinguished so effectually 
th at recourse to th a t device will never be 
thought of again. The determ ination of the 
Am erican people to have a free ballot-, a full 
vote and a fair count ail over the Union 
m nst be recorded so em phatically th a t no 
party will ever again try to seize the Gov­ 
ernm ent 
by suppressing tho franchise. 
This is tho m ost im portant duty of the 
coming election, aud all other considera­ 
tions are subordinate to it. 
I t is true th at

A book has been w rit'en by Mr. Jam es 
R edfkld, on the subject of 
homicide. 
N orth and South. 
The purpose is to show 
th a t in the Southern States this class of 
crim e is excessively prevalent in com pari­ 
son w ith the N orth, and to call attention 
to th e need of b etter educational agencies. 
Tbe w orst exam ple of th is is Texas, where 
the frightful num ber of tcrtn thousand 
murders have been com m itted iu fifteen 
years, in a population of 800,000. 
This is 
an awful state of society, and in few re­ 
spects rem ovedfrom com plete barbarism . In 
Texas, in 1S78, there were more homicides 
th an in th e States of M aíbc, New H mp- 
shire, V erm ont, 
M assachusetts, 
Rhode 
Island, Connecticut, New Y ork, Pennsyl­ 


vania, M ichigan and M innesota, aggregat­ 
ing a population of seventeen millions. 
In K entucky in th e sam e year there 
were more homicides th an in th e eight 
S tates of M aine, N ew H am pshire, V er­ 
mont, M assachusetts, Rhode Island, Con­ 
necticut, M ichigan and M innesota, w ith 
an aggregate population of ten millions. 
Iu South Carolina iu the sam e year there 
were more homicides then in eight N o rth ­ 
ern S tates w ith a population of six millions. 
The excess of m urders and m anslaughters iu 
the Southern States is norm al, being kept 
up steadily. 
It is larger th an exists in any 
other p art of th e w orld. 
In rural Now 
England th e average of homicides is 1 
to every 150,000 inhabitants. 
T aking the 
New England and N orthern and M iddle 
States generally, 
th e proportion is not 
higher th an 1 to every 100,000. 
T his is 
the same proportion which exists in Eng­ 
land and W ales. 
B ut the proportion iu 
the Southern S tates is higher than it was 
in England in 13-tS, though homicide has 
since then dim inished in England l,8GO 
per cent. 
To give a still b e;te r idea of the 
relative conditions of th e N orth and South 
we may state th a t iu the tw o S tates of 
V erm ont and N ew H am pshire, aggregat­ 
ing 700,000 population, 
there was but 
one 
homicide 
iu 
1870, 
there 
having 
been 
none 
at 
all 
in 
the 
former. 
In Texas, in the same year, there were 731 
homicides anil 522 cases of assault to m ur­ 
der. 
M r. Redtield does no t claim th a t this 
Southern hom icidal tendency is political, 
but, on the contrary, asserts th a t “ the 
“ great m ajority of homicides and the 
“ class dealt w ith in th is book have no 
“ more connection w ith politics than has 
“ p e tit larceny in New Y o rk .” 
I t is per­ 
fectly clear th a t defective education aud 
civilization generally is th e canse of the 
great difference in crim e betw een 
the 
N orth and South. 
In face of these sta ­ 
tistics it w ould be absurd to argue th at 
there is any comparison betw een the civili­ 
zation of the tw o sections. 
The plain fact 
is th a t th e South is very m uch more than 
a century behind the N orth, and th a t it is 
not fit to cope w ith the latter. 
The sw ash­ 
buckler and bravo of the South who talks 
about his “ honor,” and regatds assassina­ 
tion as a virtue, is, in plain English, a 
sem i-barbarian, whose parallel does not 
exist a t th e N orth save iu th e low est 
groggeries of the slums of th e great cities. 
The shameless defeats of justice which the 
Southern Courts p erpetrate in homicide 
cases still further illustrate the barbarism 
of the region. 
T he Southern people have 
a long way to go before they can he on an 
intellectual equality w ith th e N orth, and 
Mr. Redfleld’s book m akes this fact very 
clear. 
W hat he does not point out, how­ 
ever, is tho circum stance th a t w herever 
homicide is abnorm ally prevalent all other 
crimes are equally so. 
T his is shown by 
Pike, in his “ H istory of Crime in Eng- 
“ land,” very clearly, and it suggests very 
discouraging ideas in regard to the status 
of Southern Bociety. 
Clearly very little 
advance can be expected from the people 
of th a t section nntil they have learned to 
respect hum an life, and to reverence the 
law and adm inister it. 
A n ! clearly it 
would be madneBB for tho N orth to perm it 
so uncivilized and lawless a people to gain 
control of the G overnm ent. 


¿HE 
“ CURSE OP GENTILITY." 


M iss Emily Foitbfull, in tho London 
Echo, deplores w hat Bhe term s the “ curse 
“ of gen tility .” 
She expresses tho opinion 
th a t all m ovem ents for the advancem ent of 
women m ust como to nothing so long as th 
contem ptible caste ideas w hich have eaten 
into the very heart of th e social life of 
England are not extirpated. 
She com 
plains th a t the difficulties encountered by 
women who am compelled to work, arising 
from this source, are aggravated by tho in­ 
adequacy of the education given them . 
She says “ for th e m ost p art they have 
" hitherto been snhjeeted to a process bet- 
“ te r described as being dipped in a thin 
"so lu tio n of accom plishm ents which will 
“ not bear the teat of tim e, and which will 
“ never place them on th e first step of 
“ the steep 
ladder 
which 
lu s 
to 
be 
“ m ounted before they can gain enough 
“ whereby to live. 
The sham s of society, 
“ the pretension to seem w hat one is not, 
“ and th e m iserable desiro ‘ to keep up 
“ ‘appearances ’ are the foes they have to 
“ com bat.” 
Though no doubt tho lot of 
women forced to m ake th eir own living is 
in some respects harder in England than 
in America, because social rank is there 
much moro settled, and th e prejudices of 
such rank are consequently m uch more 
oppressive, it is not to be denied th a t 03 
regards th e slavery of women to preten­ 
sions aud appearances th e new 
world 
suffers alm ost as much as the old. 
The 
tyranny of society is certainly felt very 
much more in th e older settled States than 
here. 
Indeed Californians who m ake the 
experim ent of re-establishing them selves 
a t the E ast quite generally find themselves 
unable to tolerate the rigidity of social 
etiquette and ceremonial which obtain 
there, and so come back to the less con­ 
ventional society they have become accus­ 
tom ed to. Of coursejthe absence of conven­ 
tionality m ay arise from m ere barbarism , 
but in its higher m anifestation it is the 
token and proof of enfranchisem ent from 
an enslaving and irrational habit of m i­ 
micry. 
Fashion is essentially barbarous, 
and lacking in intellectual elementa. 
I t is 
the common ty ra n t and governor of the 
savage and tho civilized woman. 
I t is to 
be observed th a t it 
rarely dom inates 
men save in th eir m ost callow youth, 
whereas 
women 
are 
under 
its 
sway 
all 
th eir 
lives, 
aud 
cheerfully 
su b ­ 
m it 
to 
its 
m ost 
ridiculous 
dictates. 
As civilization advances this servile defer­ 
ence to “ appearances” will, however, d i­ 
m inish, since the first evidence of real 
grow th of intellect is the increase of indi­ 


vidualization. 
W hen men and women be­ 
gin to live their own live*, and cease to 
be controlled by th e opinions or customs 
of their neighbors, th ey begin to make real 
progress iu vigor and energy of thought, 
aud the moro th is independence grows the 
greater will be tho opportunities of advance­ 
m ent w ithin th e reach of th a t com m unity. 
The tru th is th a t when it has been ob­ 
jected th a t there are so few things to be 
done by women, 
it lias usually 
been 
im pliid th a t there were so few things 
th ey were perm itted to do by social con­ 
ventions. 
L et 
th e 
conventions 
be 
broken, however, and the daring innovator 
soon finds th a t the area of occupation is 
much larger than had been im a. ined. 
I t 
is only when th ey are tyrannical, irratio n ­ 
al, aud injuriously restrictive th a t they 
should be broken, b u t in such cases there 
ought to he no hesitation about rupturing 
them . 
The great need of all society is 
more independence of thought and action. 
W hatever 
helps 
th a t 
helps 
civili­ 
zation, and while there is a great deal of 
very 
vigorous 
progress 
b-m g 
made 
in th e W estern S tates of th e Union, even 
here there is to be rem arked a tendency 
tow ards th e old deadening conservatism 
which needs to bo checked. 


MR. 
GLASCOCK 
ARRAIGNED. 


In his speech in th is city the other even­ 
ing Mr. Glascock, Dem ocratic candidate 
for Congress, w as guilty of a m isrepre­ 
sentation too serious to pass unnoticed. 
In th a t speech he denied th a t Mr. I'.ige 
was justified in voting against the M exican 
V eterans’ pension bill on th e ground th at 
it opened tho door to rebel claim ants of pen­ 
sions. 
H e said th a t this explanation was 
not good, because «there was another law 
in existence which expressly prohibited 
the granting of pensions to rebels. 
The 
purpose of M r. Glascock of course was to 
excite feeling against Mr. P3ge among the 
M exican veterans, and in order to do this 
he publicly uttered a falsehood. 
The facts 
of th e case are as follows : Section 4716 of 
th e Revised U. S. S tatutes provides “ th a t 
“ no money on account of pensions snail 
“ be paid to any person, or to the widow,' 
“ children or heirs of any deceased person, 
“ who in any m anner voluntarily engaged 
“ in, or aided or abetted, the late rebellion 
“ against th e authority of tb e U nited 
“ S tates.” 
T h at law, says Mr. Glascock, 
would have prevented any rebels from ob­ 
taining pensions under th e bill which Mr. 
Page opposed. 
T h at is untrue. 
The 
bill w hich M r. Page opposed contains 
th¡3 provision : 
“ Section 5. T h at section 
“ 4716 of th e Revised S tatutes is hereby 
“ repealed.” 
So then it appears th a t the 
bill which M r. Page so properly opposed 
contained an express provision repealing 
the law which, according to M r. Glascock, 
would have prevented rebels from obtain­ 
ing pensions. 
Mr. Page acted in th e m at­ 
ter as a loyal and patriotic citizen m ust 
have acted. 
H e refused his consent to a 
m easure which, as we have show n, would 
have opened th e door wide to the rebel 
claim s for pensions. 
A nd Mr. Glascock 
stands convicted of a gross and injurious 
m isrepresentation, for which no pretense of 
m 'suiform ationcan constitute an excuse, but 
which indicates th a t lie Í3 willing to em­ 


ploy a slanderous falsehood for the base 
purpose of creating sentim ent against an 
honorable opponent. 
H e owes an ample 
apology for this wrong, not only to Mr. 
Page, b ut to the audience whom he insulted 
by bis fahe representation. 


CONFLICT BETWEEN CHURCH AND STATE. 


T here seems to be trouble brew ing in 
Canada betw een Uhurch and State. 
The 
Dominion 
G overnm ent 
has established 
some schools of a preparatory character, 
and tho Catholic Bishop of O ttaw a has 
forbidden his flock to send th eir children 
to the new schools on pain of being de­ 
prived of th e sacram ents. 
The new Gov­ 
ernm ent schools are presum ably neither 
more nor less than such public schools as 
exist all over the Union. 
The Dominion 
G overnm ent has, however, probably dis­ 
covered th a t it m ust either take hold of 
th e question of education itself or stand 
by and see the Roman Church control tbe 
politics of tho country. 
The influence 
which th a t Church has already acquired 
in Lower C anada 
is 
probably greater 
than it possesses in any other p art of the 
w orld, not accepting Romo and Ireland. 
The Catholic Cannadians have apparently 
surrendered th eir consciences entirely to 
th e priesthood, and more than once the in­ 
fluence of th e la tte r has been b o conspicu­ 
ously exercised a t elections th a t it has been 
found necessary to annul them . If now the 
C hurch has determ ined to bring on a con­ 
flict w ith the State, it will not be a mild 
struggle, bu t as the S tate cannot afford 
to bo beaten, and as it has th e su ­ 
preme power, tho result is not doubt’ul. 
In any othor country than Canada th is a t­ 
tem pt to prevent the children of Catholics 
from acquiring a liberal education would 
be resented even by the members of the 
church, b u t there th e ‘bigotry and submis­ 
sion of the congregation are only exceeded 
by the arrogance and intolerance of the 
priests. 


RUSKIN 
ON 
WORDSWORTH. 


Mr. R askin has of late years been ex­ 
ceedingly eccentric in his criticism , aud 
ha3 appeared to taire a special satisfaction 
ill opposing himself to w hat he regards as 
the m aterial and sordid sp irit of the age. 
This has led him to extol eras which 
re 
in nearly all reBpects lesa laudable thau the 
present, and has brought him into sundry 
dilemmas. 
Occasionally, 
however, 
he 
strikes oui a clear and much-needed tru th , 
and among these welcome appearances we 
m ust count his recent characterization of 
th e poet W ordsw orth. Of him Mr. R uskin 
th u s w rites in the Nineteenth Century : 
“ W ordsw orth is sim ply a W estm oreland 
“ peasant, w ith considerably less shrew d- 
“ ness th an m ost border Englishm en or 
“ Scotsmen in h e rit; 
and no sense of 
“ hum or; h u t gifted (in this singularly) 
“ w ith vivid sense of natural beauty, and a 
“ p retty tu rn for reflections, not alw ays 
“ acute, but, as faraa they reach, m edicinal 
“ to th e fever of the restless and corrupt- 
“ ed life around him. 
W ater to parched 
“ lips may be better than Sameian wine, 
“ b u t do not therefore let us confuse the 
“ qualities of wine and w ater. 
I much 
“ doubt there being m any inglorious Mil- 
“ tons in onr country church-yards, b u t I 
‘am very sure there are m any W ords- 
“ w orths resting there, who were inferior 
“ to the renow ned one only in caring lees 
“ to hear them selves ta lk .” 
W e arc really 
very m uch obliged to Mr. R uskin for this 
criticism , for it is tim e the bubble of the 
W ordsw orthian 
revival was thoroughly 
pricked. 
T h at revival w as one of tbo 


tokens of th a t unwholesomenees in th a 
dom inant 
public 
tast-e w hich 
is 
now 
displaying 
its e lf 
m ore 
and 
more fan­ 
tastically 
aud 
conspicuously 
in 
th» 
rubbishing

T ie pretense of di lig h t in W ords we rth 
belongs naturally to a sapless and insij id 
intellectual co n d itio n ; th e m cntil state 
which corresponds to th e physical yearning 
of the jaded epicure for bacon and beans. 
W ordsw orth is sim ple— and not seldom 
silly. 
H is lyrical poems are all ridiculo'-.»,- 
and m ostly im becile. 
lie baa w ritten a 
few sonnets and oi.e ode w uich wiil not 
die, b u t th e bull; of his poems are unread­ 
able, and never will lie read save s.- at 
present, by a little clique of diseased minds. 
No doubt there a:c :.>me very m eiinere in- 
teliip neos to which W ordsw orthian pot'ry 
appeals, m uch s.- Topper's philosophy does, 
b ut tiiose who 
l i s t 
love N atu re wfil 
scarcely go to tho Lake poet for their de­ 
scriptions of part eral lifo and m ountain 
scenery, 
when 
th ey can 
find 
s.m ,.r 
w ork 
so 
ir.ueh 
better 
douo 
else» 
where. 
The \V o id iw orth 
fashion 
has 
sprung up 
in th e sam e coterie wi. 
h 
tried 
to 
perstta le 
th e 
w orld 
th a t 
Joaquin 
M iller 
was 
a 
g n a t 
p i t, 
and 
which 
puls 
Sw inburne 
a t 
tin 
head of 
living 
versifiers. 
I t is n it 
unsafe to predict th a t th is school will In a 
few years be lust sight of, and that, as in 
so m any form er instances, its atten.ots to 
im press judgm ents upon th e w orld will be 
rejected w ith th e passive contemrit which 
has been the N em esis of so much presum p­ 
tuous criticism in the past. 


FINANCIAL EDUCa T-U.N. 


T oe A otion thinks th a t the success of 
the “ Ladies’ Deposit Com pany” in Bos­ 
ton, of which gross sw indle we gave r.n 
account recently, shows the need of hotter 
financial education among the people. 
I t 
is indeed a rem arkable fact th a t the wann a 
who were induced to deposit th eir earnings 
w ith this fraudulent institution were larg< !y 
perrons of good general education, vi ry 
m any of them being school teachers. 
Y et 
they were so u ttc ily ignorant of i usin as 
principles as to be unable to tee, even when 
it was pointed out to them , th a t no hone3t 
bank could possibly undert.-ke to pay inter­ 
est on deposits at the rate of eight j* r ceut. 
per m onth. 
M any of them actually re- 
insed to believe th e w arnings given them , 
and despite a run on tho bank insisted on 
leaving th eir m oney w ith it. 
A s a rc re lt 
they have lost it all, and when such ex­ 
hibitions of financial ignorance are given 
by educated people it is cer air.ly tim e 
to urge 
th e im portance of * doing mor* 
for th e rising generation in this brand: of 
instruction. 
Indeed iho general ii.cioru.uc» 
of business principles is refi cUd in onr 
politics. 
The 
tariff and th e currency 
quest.ons would never have liten d iscu st.d 
as they have been b u t for tho prevalece» 
of a degree of popular i. aorauei, fci.i y 
discreditable to the country, and especially 
reflecting upon the national boast of b u n g 
a “ practical people.” 
H alf th e tim e now 
w asted on foolish and useless studies like 
gram m ar would give our children enough 
knowledge on there topics to a t least pre­ 
vent them from m aking fools of th em .elves 
when they grow np.

A n o th e r L e tte r on C a rt C u ltu re .— 
Under date of October 12th we have re­ 
ceived another letter from Levi Davis, of 
Forestville, Sonoma county, concerning 
the breeding of carp. He says : “ May 1 
burden your pages with another letter. 
And a few remarks lirst, as to the letter 
inclosed. Many thanks to its author; I 
wish all who have had iish of me would do 
the same. From my experit nee I suppose 
there are some 2,000 or 3,000 youug carp 
which apparently are doing very well, and 
by the increase I pre-:ume the old ones are 
also doing well. The spawning season 
usually emls in July, but sometimes is con 
tiuued up to September. As to telling the 
male from the female, it is au easy thing, 
especially in 
the spawning 
season, 
the female being very pussy and flat 
on tbe belly, while the male is 
slim and round. You can also always 
tell the male by placing it in one hand on 
its back and gently slipping or squeezing it 
on the belly with the thumb and Augers of 
the other hand, from head to tail. If 
male, the milt will flow, which resembles 
cream, and if female the roe w ill escape. 
There were only tiiree females in the lot 
referred to, as 1 prefer two males or more 
to one female, as they impregnate the eggs 
instead of cohabicing, otherwise a great 
many eggs would be lost. Last June I 
placed seven carp in a strong mineral 
spring to see how they would do, aud on 
September 24th I drew the water off to 
note the result, and to my delight the 
original carp were one-third lareer, and at 
a low estimate there were 4,000 or 3,000 
young carp from two inches long down to 
those just hatched. I have not been into 
my home ponds yet, but when I do I will 
give the result to your many readers. I 
shall commence shipping soon, as I have 
several orders on hand.” 
The letter referred to by Mr. Davis íb as 
follows : 
O ro v ille , September S, 1SS0. 
Levi Davis, Forestville, Sonoma county— 
Dear Sir : Thinking it may interest you 
somewhat to hear how I am getting along 
with the carp I got from you in May last, 
I concluded to drop you a few lines to let 
you know that 1 am very well pleased. I 
received them, you may perhaps remember, 
on May 8th. About a month later, June 
(ith, I saw the flrst young tish ; there were 
about 175 in the lo t; about a month after, 
in the beginning of July, another lot, 
about 125 to 150 in number ; still a month 
later, another lot, hut only about a dozen 
or two, missing or not noticing the spawn­ 
ing, nor did I see any eggs. The young 
fish are doing first-rate, some of the lot 
being over four inches long, and the others 
of course in proportion. Of the old tish 1 
cannot say anything, having seen them but 
three times since putting them into the 
pond. If you should ever favor me with 
an answer, will you kindly tell me how to 
distinguish the male from the female carp, 
if you can'! The spawning I suppose to be 
ended for this season. I think that there 
were three females among the seven you 
sent me. 
T h eo d o re F ish ie r. 
W h a t N e x t.—The following is from the 
New Y'ork Spirit of the Times of Septem­ 
ber 25th : * * It is impossible to guess what 
is in store for us in the coming years—the 
experience of the past teaches us to be 
discreet in prophesying about such matters 
-—but it íb certain that the season now ap­ 
proaching its close will always be looked 
back to as a wonderful one in trotting an- 
nala. Before this, one pre-eminent horse 
fa as always filled the public eye. It was a 
Lady Suffolk, a Flora Temple, a Dexter, a 
Goldsmith Maid, or a Rarus, clara et 
ri-nerabilia nomina, but now the glory of 
these great one has departed, and on every 
lips are heard the names, St. Julien and 
Maud S. Before this the obliteration of 
the best record for trotting one mile in 
harness was an event of such rare occur­ 
rence as to take the community by 
storm. In 1859 Flora Temple first trotted 
in the * teens,’ scoring 2:19$, and so won­ 
ful was it considered that the length 
of the track was seriously doubted. 
Not until 1867, when Dexter made 2:17$, 
was that record wiped out. Four years 
elapsed before Goldsmith Maid, in 1871, 
lowered the time to 2:17. In 1872 the 
same gallant mare chipped off another 
quarter of a second, while in 1874 she 
lowered it successively to 2:16, 2:15}, 
2:14$ and 2:14, bnt at that time none but 
she could beat herself. Four years later, 
in 1878, Raras wrested the honors from 
the Maid, trotting in 2:13$, but his crown 
was snatched from him by St. Julien, in 
the fall of 1879, when he trotted in 2:12$. 
During all these twenty-one years, since 
trotting has been fast enough to be of in­ 
terest, up to 1SS0, it will be seen, as we 
have said, that one horse has always been 
the idol of the public and the sovereign of 
the turf, bnt now there has come a change. 
The contests of St. Julien and Maud S., 
not against each other in point of trotting 
at the same time on the same track, but 
really against each other while also against 
that common enemy who holds the inex­ 
orable hour-glass, have furnished us some­ 
thing entirely without a precedent. When 
the regal pair appeared at Rochester the 
same afternoon, and each trotted in 2:11$, 
it was an exhibition of speed far eclipsing 
the wildest dreams of the turfmen of olden 
days, and astounding those of the present. 
When two weeks later St. Julien, nnder 
favorable circumstances, lowered the record 
to 2:11$ at Hartford.it was accepted as 
settling the question for the present year, 
especially as Maud S. was presumed to be 
retired for a tim e; but now the proud 
queen, who could bear with a peer, but 
not with a superior, sweeps around the 
Chicago track, breasting a gale of wind, 
aad as she flies under the wire the figures 
2:10$ establish her right to reign alone. 
Our cry of la reine est mort, vive le roí / has 
scarcely died away, when we arc forced in 
turn to shout, le roi est mort, vive la reine!” 
Fink Bictcle-Riding. — H. L. Cortis, 
the English amateur bicyclist rider, recent­ 
ly attempted to ride 20 miles in 60 min­ 
utes. He beat all the records from 10 to 
IS miles, whenG. E. Lilies and J. Griffiths, j 
who were riding with him, fell. Cortis 
went over them and also fell. The bicycl- ; 
Í8ts were taken into a dressing-room, when ; 
it was found that Griffiths, besides being 1 
cut on the arm aud right leg, had broken 
a small hone on the left leg, just above the 
ankle. Curtis had au ugly gash on the hip, 
and his arms and legs were cut and bruised, 
whilst lilies' proboscis was cut and put out 
of shape. The following is the fastest 
time on record Cortis made during the 
race : Eleven miles in 33 minutes 17 sec­ 
onds, 1'2 miles in 36 minutes 14$ seconds, 
13 miles in 39 minutes 10$ seconds, 14 
miles in 42 minutes 14 seconds, 15 miles in 
45 minutes Sj seconds, 16 miles in 4S min­ 
utes S$ seconds, 17 miles in 41 minutes 
half second, IS miles in 53 minutes 57 
seconds. 
Thf. S t a t e A ss o c ia t io n .—TheOlt/rnpian 
gives the new State Association this cold 
notice : On September 13th a meeting of 
sportsmen was held at the Occidental Ho­ 
tel for the purpose of organizing the above 
Association. The attendance was small. 
Charles Hy. Catton was voted to the chair. 
The country delegates present were from 
Grass Valley and Watsonville. The style 
of conducting the business of the meeting 
was peculiar, but doubtless the gentlemen 
who have placed themselves at the head of 
the Association know their own business 
best, and hence manage it in their own 
way.

No facts or 
flgui es are needed to snow that the majority 
of our so-called sporting clubs are held to­ 
gether hy the attraction of the above­ 
named sports. Tbe following otlicers were 
elected : President, Crittenden Robinson ;

A T ax on P igeons,—It is proposed to 
tax pigeons in England us- d for flying aad 
shooting matches. Laud and Water thinks 
there is little doubt that the Government 
will yield to the numerous requests to do 
it. A memorial, it states, has recently 
been pretented to the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer from Coseley aud other dis­ 
tricts, aud an official notification has been 
received tiiat the recommeudation will re­ 
ceive the best consideration. It docs not 
know on what grounds the memorialists 
desire the tax, aud wonders whether it 
proceeds from the Society' for the Preven­ 
tion of Cruelty to Animals, orto enable tbe 
authorities to exercise a stricter supervision 
over the sport iu the north of England, or 
is meant as a contribution to the ludiau 
deficit. 
B ase B a ll.—The season is rapidly draw­ 
ing to a close, and no one is heard to ex­ 
press a regret. It has been throughout 
unsatisfactory in every way, so far as the 
public is coucerued. But the public is a 
slow steed, and will not kick unless very 
badly used. \\ e do not say in this case 
how badly they have been "trea'ed, but a 
few facts are unpleasantly manifest. The 
national game iu this city has dwindled 
down to a series of matches between two 
clubs, who manage to make the most strik­ 
ing features of the play a series of growls 
and unseemly disputes. These unpleasant 
bickerings come up so often, aud for such 
slight cause, that the conclusion is forced 
upon spectators that disputes are part of 
the programme.—[The San Francisco 
Olympian. 
A n tid o te .—A pointer belonging toa Mr. 
Hetheriugton of North Shields, England, 
while in the field was bitten by an adder. 
An English contemporary says: “ In a 
minute or two the dog became paralyzed, 
the head being Bwolien to a surprising 
degree and a lump almost the size of a 
man’s head forming under its jaws. The 
poor animal seemed to suffer great agony, 
and could not move in the least. A man 
on a neighboring farm suggested the ex­ 
ternal application of common soda and 
warm water—a remedy applied when sheep 
are bitten under like circumstances. The 
swollen parts of the dog were fomented, 
and in three days the animal recovered.” 
T h e S hooting Season.—Quail has not 
been bad in such quantity as was ex­ 
pected. The season (for this year) was too 
early, as we have already said. Some live 
quail has been brought to the Sacramento 
market. The “ trappers ” should be pun­ 
ished forthwith. Of course it is easy to 
fiDd out who they are. Snipe has been 
very scarce. Dncks have been met with, 
but not so plentifully as at this time last 
year ; nevertheless, the birds are plentiful, 
and after the first rain will be in market 
iu quantity.

THE HOUSEHOLD. 


HOME ADORNMENT AND DOMESTIC ECON­ 
OMY—ALL AROUND THE HOUSE.

In c re ase o f D isease T h ro u g h H e re d ­ 
ity .—A family that came specially under 
my notice will illustrate the effect of tbe 
psychic states of the parent upon the off­ 
spring. The father, a full blooded animal 
ot a man, had a mast brutal temper. The 
mother, a delicate woman of nervous 
temperament and submissive disposition, 
nsed up her nervous energy keeping her 
husband pleasant, or enduring his passion. 
Besides his ungovernable temper, the 
father had no vices; the mother came of a 
healthy but somewhat nervous family, who 
were remarkably rc-iigious. There were 
five children, three ot whom were sons. 
The eldebt inherited his father’s temper, 
was a libertine, and fond of drink. The 
Becoud sou died of delirium tremens ; aud 
the third, having squandered his strength 
aud fortune upon women and drink, shot 
himself. The older daughter, a pale and 
slender woman of most saintly spirit, gave 
birth 
to two children ; 
the 
first 
died in infancy; 
the Becond lived 
till the age of puberty, and then 
went into a rapid consumption. The 
younger daughter wa3 during middle life 
subject to a periodic insanity, and one of 
her three children, after suffering from 
chorea for years, lapsed into idiocy. Of 
the family of the oldest son I can only 
speak with certainty of two. One of hiB 
suns had epileptic tits, end one daughter 
had anger tits quite like her venerable 
grandfather, when she would swear with a 
volubility a trooper might envy. These 
explosions of temper usually ended in hys­ 
terical convulsions. 
Curious to know- 
more, I inquired of a gentleman, an old 
acquaintance of the family, what sort of a 
mother old Mr. Blank had. “ Oh, she was 
a nice old lady when I knew her, though 
she had spells, and when she was younger, 
I’ve heard them say her spells were 
awful,” was the reply. “ What kind of 
spells?” I asked. “ I don’t know. When 
I knew her, anything that crossed her or 
made her feel bad would set her going. 
She seemed 
to faint, 
and would 
go from one fit to another, till some­ 
times it w-as hours afore Bhe was her­ 
self. She said she felt as if she was chok­ 
ing, and the doctors gave her no end of 
‘ ficta pills,’ but. she always had spells til! 
she died.” “ Were you acquainted with 
.Mrs. Blank's family?” I asked, still curi­ 
ous. “ Oh, yes, knew them well,” said 
the old man with au air of marked respect. 
“ They were excellent people. The old 
lady, Mrs. Blank's mother, was very religi­ 
ous, and at camp meetings was a master- 
hand at having the power. Oh, she was 
good, and the right sort.” I do not say 
that if these mothers had not yielded their 
self control, the one to hysterics, the other 
to religious enthusiasm, all the train of 
evils that appeared in the family I have 
described would not have happened, but 
I am sure I keep within the limits of prob­ 
ability if I assert that determined self-con­ 
trol and self-government on their part 
would have been markedly influential in 
producing a corresponding nerve-strength 
and self-control in their offspring.—[Eliza­

Monthly. 
To M ake Z eph yr L ilie s.— To make 
a tiger lily, take a wire and bend it 
into the shape of a petal of a lily ; next, 
thread a darning-needle with orange- 
colored zephyr at the bottom of the petal, 
aud then carry it up through the center 
and fasten it at the point of tbe petal, mak­ 
ing it secure there ; next, weave zephyr 
over tbe wire and under the center thread 
and over the other side of the wire ; next, 
weave it back under the wire, over the cen­ 
ter thread, and under the other wire, and 
so on until you get to the bottom of the 
petal ; then thread a needle with black silk 
and dapple the petal every little way with 
a small double cross-stitch of silk. Make 
six of these petals to each lily, bend them 
into proper shape, and for the stamens, or 
center of lily, take a very fine wire and 
bend a little hook in one end, into which 
insert a piece of red-ribbon zephyr a quar­ 
ter of an inch long ; twist the wire exact­ 
ly around the center of this bit of zephyr, 
then wind the wire with pale green silk or 
split zephyr; prepare six of these 
wire3 or stamens for each lily, letting 
five of them protrude above the center 
of the lily one and a half inches, and the 
sixth, or center, stamen, two inches. 
Now twist all the wires firmly together and 
wrap them with green zephyr. 
Weave 
white Japan lilies in the same way, dap­ 
pling them with crimson or rose-colored 
silk. Weave pink lilies, dappling them 
with red-brown ailk, and in making the 
stamens copy nature as nearly as you can. 
You can also make pure white lilies like 
candidun, longiflorum, and even pond 
lilies, weaving the petals in the same way 
as for tiger lilies, and imitating nature in 
preparing their centers and in putting 
them together and bending into shape. A 
bouquet all of lilies would be lovely. To 
make a tulip, weave it precisely like a lily, 
but the petals, instead of being long, must 
be broad, like those of the tulip, and will 
require a pretty strong wire. Tulips have 
but four petals. Make stamens like those 
for lilies, hut not so many of them. My 
tulip has three stamens, made of green, 
but if memory serves me right, some tulips 
have black stamens, or partly black. 
Green leaves are woven in the same way 
the petals are.—[Mrs. Jane E. Wells. 
T h e S e c re t o f B eau ty .—The true 
secret of beauty ia health. Those who de­ 
sire to be beautiful should do all they can 
to restore their health, if they have it 
yet. 
No one can lay down Bpecific rules 
for other people in these matters. The 
work one may do, the rest he must take, 
his baths, diet and exercise, are matters 
of individual consideration, but they must 
be carefully thought of and never neglected. 
As a rule, when a person looks well he 
feels well, and when he looks bad he feels 
bad, as a general thing. There are times 
when one could guess, without looking in 
the glass, that his eyes were dull and his 
skin was mottled. This is not a case for 
something in a pretty bottle from the per­ 
fumer’s, or for the lotion the circulars 
praise so highly. To have a fresh com­ 
plexion and bright eyes, even to have 
white hands and a graceful figure, you 
must be well. Health, and the happiness 
that usually comes with it, are the true 
secrets of beauty.—[Quarterly Review. 
V irg in ia M ixed P ick lf..—Take half a 
peck of green tomatoes, twenty-five cu­ 
cumbers, fifteen large onions, two heads 
cabbage, one pint small onions, one pint 
scraped horse radish, half ponnd white 
mustard seed, one cup ground pepper, one 
ounce powdered cinnamon, two ounces 
tumeric and one-fourth pint ground mus­ 
tard. Slice tomatoes and large onions, 
and cut the cabbage as for slaw ; quarter 
cucumbers and cut in pieces, sprinkle with 
salt aud let stand one day and night, drain 
well and put in diluted vinegar and let 
stand two days. Mix the spices (except 
ground mustard) well through all, and put 
in a jar. Boil half a gallon of vinegar and 
two pounds of brown sugar together and 
pour over it. When it cools stir in the 
ground mustard. 
P each M angoes.—Take nice peaches, 
either cling or free stone ; put into a jar 
after stoning them ; pour boiling salt water 
over them and let stand twenty-four hours. 
Then drop into fresh cold water and allow 
to remain a little while ; then wipe dry ; 
then fill the cavity in the peach with 
white mustard seed, a small piece of ginger 
and mace and one or two cloves ; then tie 
np and pnt into a jar. Poor hot vinegar 
over them, pnt a little allspice into the 
vinegar, and add one pound brown sugar. 
C o lo rin g R ed fo r C o tto n o r L in en .— 
The day before yon wish to color, take 
four ounces of copperas in a ladle and 
warm it with a red-hot iron till fine and 
red ; add to it one quart of sharp vinegar, 
shaking often. Fill your copper or brass 
kettle with Boft water; add one ounce of 


alum and one-half onnce of cream tartar ; 
dip the goods one hour and air. Now 
have your liqnor at blood heat, and add 
the citar part of ihe vinegar and copperas, 
and mix well. Dip the goods fifteen min­ 
utes. This stirring constantly, air ; dip 
and air until it suits. This will make a 
permanent color on one pound of cotton or 
Unen. Put the copperas in a glass bottle. 
Scotch Stew . — Four pounds of lean 
beef passed through a sausage mill, one 
onion chopped tine, half a teaspoon of salt, 
pepper to taste. Place in a covered ves­ 
sel with one tea cup of boiling water. Let 
stew slowly three or four hours. Just 
before taking it off the fire stir in a lump of 
butter the size of an egg. 
Cucum ber P ic k le .—To two and one-half 
gallons of vinegar add 6even pounds sugar, 
one pound each of white mustard seed, 
white ginger, black pepper aud tumeric ; 
two ounces celery seed. Pound all before 
putting into the vinegar ; and one pound 
of scraped horseradish, six lemons sliced, 
t wo dozen onions. Scald the cucumbers or 
cabbages in weak vinegar, and drain a day 
or two before putting them into the spiced 
vinegar. 
S tu ffe d o r D ressed H am .—Mix one 
quart of grated light bread with a tea­ 
spoonful each of mace, nutmeg, cloves, 
allspice, salt, thyme, sweet basil, fat meat 
and parsley chopped fine, a little butter and 
brandy to soften dressing ; aud boil and 
skin a nice ham, make incisions about an 
inch apart as deep as possible and stuff 
with the above mixture ; spread the yolk 
of an egg over the top and then grate 
bread crumbs thickly over i t ; bake until 
brown ; very nice. 


MAXIMS OF JAMES A. GARFIELD. 
During the many ealin years of the cen­ 
tury our pilots have grown careless of the 
course. 
The master of a vessel sailing 
down Lake Ontario has the whole breadth 
or that beautiful inland sea for his path­ 
way. But when his ship arrives at the 
chute of the Lachine there is but one path­ 
way of safety. With a steady hand, a 
clear eye and a brave heart he points his 
prow to the well-fixed landmarks on the 
shore, and with death on either hand makes 
the plunge and shoots the rapids in safety. 
We, too, are approaching the narrows, and 
we hear the roar of the angry waters below 
and the muttering of the sullen thunder 
overhead. Unterrified by breakers or tem­ 
pest, let us steer our course hy the Consti­ 
tution of our fathers, and we shall neither 
sink in the rapids nor compel our children 
to shoot Niagara and perioh in the whirl­ 
pool.When you tell me that civil war is 
threatened by any party or State in this 
Republic you have given me a Bupreme 
reason why an American Congress should 
refuse with unutterable scorn to listen to 
those who threaten or do any act whatever 
under the coercion of threats by any power 
on earth. With all my soul I despise your 
threat of civil war, come from what 
quarter or party it may. Brave men, cer­ 
tainly a brave nation, will do nothing 
under compulsion. We are intrusted with 
the work of obeying and defending the 
Constitution. I will not be deterred from 
obeying it because somebody threatens to 
destroy it. I dismiss all that class of 
motives as unworthy of Americans. 
That man will be a benefactor of his 
race who shall teach us how to manage 
rightly the first years of a child’s educa­ 
tion.One-half of the time which is now 
almost wholly wasted, in district schools, 
on English grammar attempted at too 
early an age, would be sufficient to teach 
our children to love the Republic aud to 
become its loyal and life-long supporters. 
The old necessities have passed away. 
We now have strong and noble living lan­ 
guages ; rich in literature, replete with 
high and earnest thought, the language of 
science, religion and liberty, and yet we 
bid our children feed their spirits on the 
life of the dead ages, instead of the in­ 
spiring life and vigor of our own times.

If you are not too large for the place 
you are too small for it. 
Young men talk of trusting to the spur 
of the occasion. That trust is vain. Occa­ 
sions cannot make spurs. If you expect to 
wear spurs you must win them, if you 
wish to use them you must buckle them 
to your own heels before you go into the 
fight. 
WILLIAM H. ENGLISH. 
In his speech in Indianapolis General 
Logan gave a leaf from the Congressional 
record of William H. English, of Indiana, 
Democratic candidate for Vice-President, 
that is not calculated to commend him to 
those who supported and defended the 
Union. It shows English to have been the 
worst Copperhead in Congress at that time. 
This is the statement as proven by the 
record : On the 23d of February, 1861, 
less than ten days before the expiration of

San F rancisco, October 15th—The Re­ 
publicans ot San Francisco will have an old­ 
time glorious jubilee to-mi rruw evening. The 
indications are that the procession will be one 
of the largest and most at-.raciive ever seen 
in the streets of this city. There will be 
thousands of spectators present from Oak­ 
land, Alameda, Vallsj”, Martinez, San Ra­ 
fael, San Jose, Santa Clara and San Mateo, 
bnt it is not known yet whether clubs from 
adjacent t ovas will he in the procession. It 
is believed that nearly all of the Republican 
organizations of San Francisco wili turn out. 
The Republican League of California, of 
■which F. F. Low is President, will join the 
procession and probably be assigned to a lead­ 
ing position in the column. 
The Germans 
are expected to turn out in large number.-, 
and some of the German clubs have signified 
their intention to carry transparencies. The 
Garfield Invincibles will make a splendid 
display. Their appearance at the last parade 
enlisted universal admiration. They were 
complimented by Republicans and Democrats 
alike for their manly bearing and excellent 
marching. They will carry Japanese lan­ 
terns. The plan is for everyone to go afoot 
exc -pt the Marshals and Aids, who will be 
mounted. It is said that ex-Govemnr Stan­ 
ford, 
ex-Governor 
Low, 
Major-General 
Barnes and other well-known Republicans 
will attest their fidelity to the party by 
marching over the cobblestones.

S an F rancisco, October 15tb.—The Re­ 
publican State Central Committee, under 
whose management the procession to-morrow 
night comes off, have already had applica­ 
tions for places forclube, etc., with nearly 10,­

Scrap o f E a rly P o litic a l H is to ry . 
OrovII,LK, October 15th.—General John F. 
Miller of San Francisco delivered a speech 
here to-night to a very large and enthusiastic 
audience. General Miller varied the ordinary 
arguments of the campaign and startled his 
audience by the introduction of a scrap from 
the history of the Democracy of California, 
dating hack to the early period if the rebell­ 
ion. 
He recited the transactions of the 
Breckinridge Convention, held in the city of 
Sacramento on June 12, 1861. 
He said that 
Judge William T. Wallace, now stumping the 
State, and who recently delivered a speech 
in this city was a delegate in that Convention, 
as was also David S. Terry, now both Presi­ 
dential Electors on the Hancock ticket; 
Volney E. Howard aud Senator .lames T. 
Farley, now also of the leadership in the 
Democratic party of California, were dele­ 
gates in that Convention. That Convention 
adopted a platform, from which General 
Miller read copious extracts, the following 
being the most striking and significant: 
Revolved, That we are opposed to the employ­ 
m en t of force by the General Government against 
th e seceding States for the purpose of compelling 
obedience and submission to Federal authority. 
Revolved, That we are in favor ot the preserva­ 
tion of the Union upon constitutional guarantees 
which wiii be acceptable to both sections of the 
Confederacy, but if th at desirable consummation be 
Impossible, then tee are in fa \ or o f the recogni­ 
tio n o j ¿Ac independence, o f the Confederate 
State* and a treaty of amnesty nd peace between 
them and the Uuitod States Government as the 
alternative which will term inate the horrors of 
civil war and bring hack peace aud happiness to 
o u r distracted country. 
Revolved, That the President of the United States 
has been guilty of violation of the Constitution and 
usurpation of power in borrowing or appropriating 
moneys, and raising armies, and increasing the 
navy without the authority of Congress, and that 
such acts are dangerous It. liberty and tend to con­ 
vert the Government into a m ilitary despotism. 
General Miller stated that the Hon. S. W. 
Sanderson, formerly a member of the Su­ 
preme bench of this State, was a member of 
this 
Convention, 
and 
also 
a member 
of 
the 
Committee 
on 
Platform 
and 
Resolutions. Mr. Sanderson dissented from 
the majority report, introducing a minority 
rep o rt» the Convention, which was prompt­ 
ly voted down, the resolutions as read being 
adopted as the platform and principles of the 
California Democracy. Mr. Sanderson’s res­ 
olutions recited that the allegiance of every 
citizen of the United States is due first to the 
Federal Government, and second to the State 
in which he resides. Mr. Wallace, Mr. Ter­ 
ry, Mr. Howard and Mr. Farley—present 
leaders of the Democratic party—voted down 
these declarations. Mr. Sanderson's resolu­ 
tions further recited that it is the duty of ev ery 
administration to uphold the Federal Consti­ 
tution, maintain the integrity of the Union 
at all hazards, enforce the laws in every sec­ 
tion thereof, and that it is the duty of every 
citizen in these times of impending danger to 
the popular Government to stand loyally and 
firmly by the Constitution and laws of bis 
country. 
Mr. 
Wallace, 
Mr. 
Farley, 
Mr. Terry and Mr. Howard voted down 
th e*e declarations. Mr. Sanderson's resolu­ 
tions declared that California is unalterably 
atta hed to the Union of the United States, 
and that she repudiates and spit* upon the 
idea of a 
Facific Republic, ana these 
resolutions declared unalterable attachment 
of California to the Union of these States, 
and was voted down by Mr. Wallace, Mr. 
Teiry, Mr. Earley anil Mr. Howard. 
The speech created a profound sensation as 
recalling the events of the earlier history of 
the Democratic party in California and bring­ 
ing strongly to the mind a realization that if 
M r. Wallace, Mr. Farley k Co. had had their 
way, the United States would have been 
broken up, the liberties of the people de­ 
stroyed, aud the State of California would 
have lieen one of the States in the slave- 
holding Confederacy which was sought to 
be established by the slaveholders' rebellion.

A n g e i.e s, October 15th.— William 
Cooper, the matt shot at S„in Fernando 
Wednesday night, died at 1 o’clock this 
morning. T ;e citizens of that place < ffer a 
reward of 8200 for the arrest of Peter McKin­ 
ney, his murderer, aud telegraphed Governor 
Perkins to acid 8300. The circumstances of 
the murder are us follows: About 10:30 
Wednesday night, McKinney went to the 
home of William Cooper and knocked for 
admittance. Cooper asked who was at the 
door, to which the reply came, “ A friend.” 
Citoper partially dressed himself and ojtened 
the door, when McKinney presented a pis­ 
tol at his head, ard, as Cooper backed into 
the house, followed him. Cooper then asked 
what he wanted. 
McKinney answered, 
“ Money.” Cooper said, “ I have no money,” 
and fell upon his knees beseeching McKinney 
not to shoot him. 
Mrs. Cooper, fearing 
that her husband would be murdered, also 
knelt and besought the man not to kill them. 
McKinney by this tinte had drawn a second 
pistol, and with one in each hand covered 
both husband and wife, still demanding 
money. They reiterated their assertion that 
there was not a dollar in the house, when 
McKinney deliberately tire¡ at Cooper, the 
hall entering his neck and lodging in his 
shoulder. The murderer then mounted his 
hoise and fled.

■Wa sh in g to n, 
October 15th. — Commis­ 
sioner Meacbaui ana Agent Berry telegraph 
from Los Pinos to Secretary Sehuiz. Meach- 
am’a di patch, dated October 12th, «ays : 
Berry has gone to the Indians’ camp to quiet the 
Iudiang. The Constable has called for a pv»»so. 
Both the Constable and the m ilitary are waiting to 
know about their jurisdiction. 
It Berry l aves the 
Agency the employes will leave. 
I have been sum ­ 
moned as a witness for the State. The m ilitary ex­ 
pect instructions this evening. 
A conflict between 
the Slate an . General Government seeius probable. 
Tne Utes will doub les* be involved. 
I think it im­ 
possible at this lime lor surveys to be attem pted. 
The surveys referred to are those required 
to be made preliminary to opening up the 
reservation for settlement. Berry’s dispatch, 
dated October 3d, says : 
I have been compelled to leav.* for Gunnison City 
in charge «»f the Sheriff to answer for the killing of 
Jackson by the Indians. 
The Agency is in charge 
of Miller. 
Matters are in a perilous co dition ow­ 
ing to my ab-en e. Cm the AtU»mev-Genera: is«ue 
orders to suspe.-d action in the case uutil safety is 
assured ? 
Secretary Schurz sent the following tele­ 
gram to Governor Bitkin of Colorado: 
I consider it my duty to communicate to you in­ 
formation received at this Department, th at the 
excitement growing out of the killing of an Indian 
and the subsequent 
killing of a 
white man, 
threatens serious difficulties, and to disturb all the 
results of our efforts, now on the point >1 consum­ 
mation, to settle the Indian problem in Colorado in 
a ju st and peaceable manner. 
Mr. Berry, Agent of 
the Uncompahgre Utes, telegraphs that he has been 
arrested, and is to be taken to Gunnison on a war­ 
rant issued by a Justice of the Peace there, charg­ 
ing him with the m urder of a white man who 
killed an Indian. 
Mr. Meacham, one of the Ute 
Commissioners, temporarily at Los Pinos, reports 
that he has been summoned under a subpena as a 
witness. 
Thus the two officers who probably, 
more than any others, posses» the confidence of 
the Indians, and can be best depended upon to 
exercise upon them a wholesome influence, are re­ 
moved from them at this critical moment 
At the 
same time it is rumored that lawless persons are in­ 
tending to seize upon and kill these officers of the 
Government so soon as they are out of the reserva­ 
tion. The information here is th at these officers 
did all they could to save the life of the white man 
reported killed, instead of putting it in peril. 
Mob 
violence used against these men in all probability 
will be followed by other lawless acta disturbing the 
peace between the Indians and whites, and there ap­ 
pears reason to fear th at iu this way an Indian war 
may be brought on, sure to result in the losa of 
hundreds of lives and many millions in money, and 
great disaster to the interests of Colorado. 
Military 
as well os civil officers on the reservation have been 
inatructed to use every possible effort to restrain 
the excitement of the Indiana and prevent a col­ 
lision. 
Everything is being done on our part to 
avert from Colorado tbe calamities of an Indian 
war. 
A B atter or National Prlilc. 
New York. October 15th.—A correspond­ 
ent has asked who paid the 81,000 for the 
special train which brought the Australian 
mail over the Central Pacific and Union Pacific 
Railroads, as mentioned iu the Triune Tues­ 
day. 
Postmaster James said yesterday: 
“ íh e Union Pacific and Central Pacific 
Railway Companies paid for it. They did it 
as a matter of national pride, and without 
hope of reward other than that arising out of 
the satisfaction of forwarding the Australian 
mail across the Continent faster than was 
ever done before.
